It is 
to the eredit of this official that the 
misleading premises, on which was fos- 
tered a considerable part of the opposi- 
tion to the proposed lowering of the 
duty on American edible cottonseed oil 
from the prohibitive rate of 40 kronen 
per 100 kilos to a fair competing basis 
of 15 kronen, have been broken down, 
and the true status of our trade rela- 
tions in the article has been unequlvo- 
cally established. This false issue was 
created by the publication of our gov- 
ernment reports giving credit to a sub- 
stantial growth in our exports of cot- 
tonseed oil to Austria-Hungary. Ac‘ ord- 
this authority, as noted in the 
previous issue of the Reporter, these 
shipments had increased to 8,810,889 
pounds during the eleven 
of the current fiscal year, as 
2,552,227 and 150,949 pounds for the cor- 
responding period in 1910-1911 and 1909- 
1910, respectively.

The few 
mills in Trieste and Fiume employing 
domestic seed and which are said to 
have agitated most persistently the cry 
of needed protection against outside 
competition, are credited with reaping 
enormous profits on this patriotic the- 
ory. 

The resolution adopted by the cotton- 


seed crushers, to which reference has 
been made, couched in no uncertain 
language the necessity of the most 


drastic action on the part of our gov- 
ernment to secure the recognition by 
Austria-Hungary of the pledged mini- 
mum tariff rates on imports from this 
country.

Within first grasp are the statistics 
giving the receipts of the 1911-1912 do- 
mestic crop of flaxseed. Since Sep- 


temper 1 last, the beginning of the crop 


year to July 6, Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago, the three leading centers, 
have been credited with receipts of a 
total of 17,776,250 bushels. Other points, 
which have not been usually reckoned 
as playing much of a statistical part 
in flaxseed, show a surprisingly large 
aggregate in the receipts for the nine 
months ending May. According to the 
latest available figures, Milwaukee was 
credited with 367,425 bushels. Cleveland, 
with 111,316 bushels and Kansas City, 
with 7,000 bushels, amounting to 485,- 
741 bushels. Adding to these amounts 
about 2,000,000 bushels held back for 
planting we are confronted with a total 
of approximately 20,000,000 bushels, 
which will be augmented appreciably 
by the further supplies to be forwarded 
to the various markets before the end 
of the crop year. Allowing for duplica- 
tions in the receipts at Duluth and Min- 


neapolis, which cannot be definitely 
stated, but which are variously esti- 
mated at from. 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 
bushels, the total supply of domestic 
seed of the 1911-1912 crop available for 
the market may be reckoned at be- 
tween 18,000,000 and 19,000,000 bushels. 


Grouping the seed from Canada, India 
and Argentina entered for American 
consumption during the last ten months 
with a total of about 7,000,000 bushels, 
there would seem to be little doubt that 
a fair quantity of seed will be car- 
ried into the new crop year. Those 
who are apparently qualified to speak 
knowingly on the subject placed the 
consumption of flaxseed in this country 
at 21,000,000 bushels in 1911, and their 
estimates on this year’s requirements 
are 23,000,000 to 24,000,000 bushels. The 
above statistics on our’ production 
lend a reasonable substantiation to the 
latest government forecast, although 
the earlier official reports had been 
subjected to such radical revision along 
more moderate lines that the views of 
the local trade were shaped to what 
now appears as ultra conservative lim- 
its, some of them hovering around the 
basis of 12,000,000 bushels. It was un- 
der this influence that an element of 
fictitious significance was imparted in 
the principal trading centers. This point 
is well the current report 
of our Minneapolis correspondent, who, 


covered in 


reilecting the views of some of the 
crushers there, writes that there was 
nothing in the seed situation to war- 


rant the prices that have ruled for the 
last three or four months. Under a 
speculative flurry seed touched its high 
mark at $2.68 per bushel at Duluth, 
while the latest advices show a level 
below $2. The assurance of a large 
this season and the promises 
of a still heavier outturn to follow 
have left their unmistakable impression 
upon the seed markets, with particular 
effect on the spot position, the range 
between spot and futures having been 
almost eliminated.

Prices 
for oil were fully justified on what a 
couple of months ago was the ap- 
parently sound status of seed and, as 
was noted editorially at that time, there

Texas. Both measures have been referred 
to the Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce. The Sims bill is intended 
to regulate the issuance of injunctions 
in suits instituted in court to enjoin, set 
aside, annul or suspend orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Mr. 
Stephens’ bill is intended to promote com- 
petition and to prevent discrimination in 
trade. 

The matter covered in the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Sims has been in 
constant controversy ever since the inter- 
state commerce law was enacted. It was 
because of alleged wrongful use of the 
judicial power in granting injunctions to 
suspended orders of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that the Commerce 
Court came into so much disfavor in 
Congress, resulting in efforts that are still 
in progress to bring about the total aboli- 
tion of that court. 

All shippers in interstate commerce will 
be interested in the terms of the Sims bill. 
because Congress is requested in that 
measure to prescribe certain specific rules 
to control the courts in suits instituted 
affecting orders of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The Sims bill covers 
the following provisions:—

The bill presented by Mr. Stenhens is

anti-trust law, and otherwise to vromote 
competition in such interstate trade. The 
vrincinal requirement of the Stephens bill 
is that commodities disnosed of in inter- 
state commerce shall carry a uniform sel'- 
ing price in all parts of the country. Al- 
lowance is made in the terms of the 
bill for the resulting differences in cost of 
transportation and sale in different sec- 
tions, but the general idea of the measure 
is to prevent differing prices where condi-

Olive and Cottonseed Oil Exempt 
from Surtax in Cuba. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 
Advices are received from official Cuban 
authority that “the Cuban Government 
has granted special exemption from the 


surtax for olive oil and cottonseed oil im- 
ported into Cuba for the manufacture of

(‘mantecas’). These oils are dutiable un- 
der tariff No. 274 of the tariff, inclusive 


of the surtax, at $3 per 100 kilos when im- 
ported in receptacles of earthenware, 
wood or tin, and at $3.7

imported in bottles: if such oil is imported 


from the United States, the rates, inclu- 
sive of the surtax, are $2.40 and $3, re- 
spectively. With the removal of the sur- 


tax the rates under the general tariff are 
$2.40 and $3, respectively, and the rates 
under the preferential tariff applicable to 


imports from the United States are $1.92 
and $2.40, respectively. These reduced 


rates are applicable only to oils imported 
by those engaged in the manufacture of 
‘mantecas’ and only under certain pre- 
scribed conditions.”’

Sponge Industry Regulations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 
In:connection with the bill which was 
introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Fietcher, of Florida, relating to the tak- 


ing of sponges in the waters of the Gulf 


of Mexico and the straits of Florida, the 
United States Department of Commerce 
and Labor, in a letter prepared by B. S. 
Cable, acting Secretary, and addressed to 
the Committee on Fisheries of the United 
States Senate. has strongly recommended 
the passage of the measure. 


Senator Fletcher's bill not only provides 
for regulating the catching of sponges, 
but for the landing, delivering, curing, 
selling or disnosing of sponges taken in 
the waters of the Gulf of Mexico and 
the straits of Florida. The Committee on 
Fisheries of the Senate, of which Senator 
Jones, of Washington. is chairman, con- 
sidered the Fletcher bill and made a num- 


ber of amendments therein, some of 
which were recommended bv the depart- 
ment. These amendments chiefly related 


to the making clear that the bill was not 
intended to cover the waters mentioned 
except outside of State territorial limits, 
and also emphasize the application of the 
law to vessels of the United States. Pro- 
vision is also made in section 5 bv an 
amendment for the prosecution of offense 
against this act instead of as originally 
provided in the bill in the District Court 
of the United States of the district 
‘“‘wherein the offense wos committed.” to 
the District Court of the United States 
“wherein the offender is found or into 
which he is first brought.”” In comment- 
ing upon these various amendments the 
herd of the Denartment of Commerce anda 
Tabor savs that with the additions and 
changes indicated ‘the bill has the in- 
dorsement of the denartment, and its 
passage is strongly advocated.” 

Further in regard to the sponge fishing 
industry the laws which have been passed 
to vrotect it, and the good that is ex- 
nected to from the nassage of legis- 
lation such as is proposed bv the pending

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and to prevent the taking, by whatever means, 
outside of the three-mile limit, of sponges 
smaller than four inches in diameter. 


“The offenses aimed at are not specifically 
prohibited, but they were supposed to be pre- 
vented by the prohibition of certain subsidiary 
acts—the landing, curing or offering for sale 
in the United States of sponges taken in con- 
travention of the real purpose of the law. To 
secure a conviction it is therefore necessary to 
establish a connection between the act of tak- 
ing under objectionable circumstances and cer- 
tain subsequent and secondary acts which per 
se are innocuous, A diving vessel operating 
during the close season cannot be interfered 
with until the sponges are landed, cured or 
offered for sale in the United States The 
sponges, therefore, must be followed or traced 





from their beds in the high seas to a point of 
territorial jurisdiction, a requirement that is 
usually impossible of enforcement. * * * 


‘In view of the circumstances narrated, and 
in the interest of the unimpaired maintenance 
of the sponge beds, it is recommended that the 
act of June 20, 1906, be amended to correct its 
defects. * * * It is further recommended 
that the minimum size of sponges which it 
shall be legitimate to take be established at 
five inches diameter, and if this be done that 
the close season be curtailed by not exceeding 
two months.’’ 

Subsequent experience has emphasized the 
force of these statements. It is believed that 
the defects encounterd in the act at present in 
force are corrected in Senate bill 6385 and that, 
furthermore, the latter will better the economic 
conditions of the fishery. 


The present law restricts the fishery to those 
months in which, owing to weather conditions 
it can be prosecuted with least economy, and 
it imposes a close season of five months dur- 
ing which the capital invested is idle and 
wholly unproductive and labor must seek other 
employment. This demoralizes the fishery 
stimulates infraction of the law, and is 
economically indefensible, 

Senate bill 6385 extends the open season so 
as to embrace the months of May and June 
when the weather is usually favorable. This 
will result in a material increase in the catch 
of sponges and render the fishery more lucra- 
tive and less precarious. It should also better 
conditions affecting dealers and consumers by 
ihe regulating influence on prices of a more 
Steady and uniform supply. Between 1905 
when diving was first instituted in Florida. 
and the present time, the price of sponges has 
ranged from $3 to $19 per bunch, the unit by 
which the spongers dispose of their catch. This 
fluctuation is largely due to the uncertainty of 
the weather during the limited season in 
which diving is at present permitted, and it is 
reasonable to believe that with a longer open 
season the conditions, one year compared with 
another, would more nearly tend to equality. 

To compensate for the larger catch of 
sponges permitted by the improved conditions 
under which the fishery would be prosecuted 
Senate bill 6585 provides for the more efficient 
protection of young sponges. The present law 


permits the taking of sponges not less than 
four inches in diameter. These little sponges 


are worth but a few cents each and their value 
is barely sufficient to pay for taking and curing 
them. If they were permitted to grow for an. 
other year this value would be increased ten 
to twenty fold, as they would not only weigh 
more, but they would be worth much more per 


pound. Their gathering is not only econom- 
ically wasteful, but is a menace to the per- 


petuity of the beds, and should be stopped. 

The present law is defective, not only in im- 
posing a minimum size which is too low, but in 
the impossibility of enforcing even that inade- 
quate provision. The bill under consideration 
corrects these deficiencies. 

The provision of section 1 restricting diving 

to depths not greater than 150 feet is a 
hygienic measure to protect the divers from the 
grave consequences attending operations in 
deep water. Experience in the Mediterranean, 
Where death and paralysig are common se- 
quences of deep diving, has shown this pro- 
vision to be necessary, 
_ Owing to the present high price of sponges 
it is believed that the practical immunity of 
the divers to successful prosecution under the 
present law will tempt many vessels to engage 
illegally in the fishery during the close season, 
which begins May 1, and the department re- 
spectfully urges as prompt action of the bill as 
conditions will permit.

Drawback Allowances at New York. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 

In a letter to the collector of customs, 
New York, the Treasury Department has 
authorized the allowance of drawback on 
arsenate of lead manufactured by the 
Grasselli Chemical Company, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and New Jersey, with the use 
of imported lead and arsenate of soda 
wholly or in combination with domestic 
lead and arsenate of soda. The usual re- 
quirements are made for allowance, and 
an abstract of the drawback entry, nd 
that ‘“‘the allowance shall not exceed the 


quantity of imported lead and arsenate 
of soda used, as shown by the sworn 
abstract, with the proper allowance for 
jastage.”’ 


The department has directed an appeal 


to be taken from the decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers in a case 
involving the classification of Sinalco 


Seele. The department is of the opinion 
that this product is properly dutiable as 
an alcoholic compound at the rate of 6 
cents per pound and 2 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 2 of the existing 
tariff act, and asks that the United States 
Custom Court of Appeals pass on the 
question. 

In a letter addressed to the Collector 
of Customs, at Buffalo, the department 
authorizes the payment of drawback on 
barrels manufactured by the Standard Oil 
Company, with the use of imported lum- 
ber for the heads. ‘‘The quantity of lum- 
ber upon which drawback may be allowed 
may equal the quantity appearing in the 
heads, plus an amount of the total wast- 
age, depending upon the relative quanti- 
ties of lumber appearing in the heads 
and the shooks.” 

An order has been issued to allow draw- 
back on various tinctures manufactred 
by Béericke & Tafel, of New York city, 
with the use of domestic tax-paid alcohol 
The allowance of drawback is not per 
mitted to exceed the quantity of alcohol 
appearing in the exported tinctures, there 
being no allowance for wastage 





In a letter addressed to the collector of 
Customs at El Paso, Texas, the depart- 
ment has authorized t allowance of 
drawback on pig lead manufactured hb 
the American Smelting and Refining Com 
pany, from copper matts containing more 
than 10 per ent if lead and assessed 
with duty in accordance with former 
Treasury decisions. The allowance in-

It is reported that one party has been 
offering to resell July-August shipment oil 
in Chicago this week at around 65c. a gal- 
lon, in bulk. The quantity is understood 
to have been around 600 barrels. 

Some trading has been done for Novem- 
ber-December-January shipment on the 
basis of 614@62c. per gallon in car lots, f. 
o. b. Minneapolis. It is not believed that

Bids re- 
ceived for deferred shipment are about in 
line with manufacturers’ ideas of values.

The Duluth Market.

Since a week ago the price of July flax- 
seed on the Duluth market has made the 
extraordinary decline of 22 cents. Other 
important flaxseed markets, watched the 





have likewise slumped, but 
movements are far from 
being equal to that at Duluth. Winnipeg 
July has gone down 16' cents, Buenos 
Ayres 4% cents, and London 7 cents. 
The declines at Duluth and Winnipeg have 
been due mainly to the remarkable re- 
ceipts from the country for this time of 
the year, These receipts have been greater 
than the demand could take care of. The 
London market has had a decline because 
the Indian crop has been moving better 
tiian it did. For a lonz: ume it was kept 
from taking its normal course by British 
labor troubles, which greatly handicapped 
the marine service, and kept Indian flax- 
seed from moving to Europe as it was 
went to do in the spring and early sum- 
mer. 

As the declines at Duluth and Winnipeg 
have been so much greater than those at 
London and Buenos Ayres, the prospect 
of importation of seed into the United 
States from other continents in any con- 
siderable quantities seems more remote 
than before. Some of the flaxseed brokers 
on the Duluth market say that it is pos 
sible that the United States will again be- 
come an exporter of flaxseed, At all events 
recent price movements indicate that, 
To-day’s closing prices on the Duluth and 
Winnipeg markets in the July option show 
a difference of only 17 cents between Du- 
luth and Winnipeg. Such a margin as 
that could not possibly make it pay to im- 
port Canadian flaxseed. The 25

duty is 25 
cents, and that minus the 7 cent rebate for 
the export of the cake, leaves a net duty 
of 18 cents. Moreover, it cdsts about 31% 
cents a bushel to move flaxseed from the 
elevators of Port Arthur by the water 
route to the elevators at Duluth. To make 
importation pay under these conditions is 
out of the question. 

The tables below show that the receipts 
at Duluth for the week ending to-day are 
greater than the receipts of the week be- 
fore and much greater than the ship- 
ments. The demand has not been equal to 
the supply. This has likewise been true 
at Minneapolis and at Winnipeg. Fine 
weather reports continue to come from the 





flax-growing regions of both countries, 
Both countries have vastly increased 
acreages of flaxseed in the West. Trac- 


tion engines have been busily breaking up 


the virgin soil and farmers like to sow 
flaxseed in new soil, as that is where the 
flaxseed grows best. After the soil has 


been tilled a few years, the farmer usual- 
ly puts in different grains. But there is 
a vast amount of newly broken land that 





has been sown to flax. Montana, form- 
erly well-known as a State of cattle 
ranches and, ranges, is being rapidly cut 
up into farms, and it is expected that a 


large part of this year’s crop of flaxseed 
will come from Montana. Farmers that 
have flaxseed grown in 1911 learn from the 
papers and magazines of the prospects for 
a great yield of flaxseed in North America 
this year, and for that .reason they have 
been scraping their bins and rushing their 
flaxseed upon the market, eager to get it 
soid before the price gets much lower. 
The effect on the crushers has been just 
the opposite. Instead of stimulating them 
to buy, it has rendered them bearish. 
They look for lower prices and are not at 
all eager to pick up any flaxseed that they 








do not require for the immediate needs 
of their trade. They say their sales of 
oil are fairly good for this time of the 


year. Yet these sales have not been heavy. 


Thus the seed has been poured upon the 
market at the very time when the cus- 
tomers are not forced to buy it in large 


quantities. It is not surprising therefore 
that cash and July flaxseed have taken a 
tremendous slump. 

Receipts of tlaxseed on the Duluth mar- 





ket continue to exceed those of the pre- 
vious crop year, just 4s they have ever 
since the 1911 crop began to move. The 
receipts at Duluth since August 1, 1911, 


come to a total of 7,803,140 bushels, against 
3,278,007 bushels during the corresponding 
period of the previous crop year, 

It will be noticed by the tables that the 
prices of all the flaxseed options at Du- 
luth are lower than those of the same 
options of a year ago. A year ago there 
was .the same incentive to rush flaxseed

bids were opened by the Navy De- 
partment for supplying 1,425,000 


pounds of white lead in oil. As prices 


have been advanced recently, these 
bids aroused considerable interest 
among large consumers, as the prices 
quoted are practically considered to 
be the market quotations on lots of 
similar size. Details of the bids will 


be found below in the report on white 
lead. With the coming of seasonable 
summer weather there has been a 


noticeable decline in consumption of 
many articles of the market and pres- 
ent trading is almost entirely on job- 
bing account. White lead and the lead 
pigments are holding up well and de- 


mand from consumers other than the 
paint trade is causing a good market 
for zines and certain materials of the 


miscellaneous list. Ready mixed paints 
are reported as selling well all season, 
and the recent increase in the price of 


white lead revived the controversy of 
prices which arose when prices were 
lowered early in the year.

N. J., plant has been called at a pe- 
riod when it can well afford to sus- 
pend operations in this Eastern fac- 


tory for the summer, the management 
of the Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany has closed this plant and is now 
offering its corn syrup, corn sugar, 
starch, dextrine and allied products to 
its customers in the East as well as in 
the West from its Argo and other 
Western plants. E. T. Bedford, presi- 
dent of the company, states that not 
only is it the intention of the directors 
to suspend work at the Edgewater 
plant this summer, but that it may 
be deemed advisable to dismantle this 
plant. The Edgewater factory has 
been idle for seven weeks, following 
a walkout of about 600 men formerly 
employed there. The strike was due to 
the demand made by these employes for 
higher wages, shorter working hours 
and less work, which the management 
deemed unwarranted. A recent de- 
cision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has made it possible for 
Western manufacturing concerns to 
obtain much more advantageous 
freight rates than those secured by 
New York plants and it is therefore 
considered probable in some quarters 
that the Edgewater plant on the Hud- 
son may never be regpened.

OBITUARY. 


Edward O. Emerson. 


Edward O. Emerson, a prominent oil 
and gas man of Titusville, Pa., died on 
July 10 in York, Maine, where he was 
visiting relatives. Mr. Emerson was also 
a well-known banker and former Mayor 
of Titusville, Pa, On the journey to 
York, Maine, early in the month, he con- 
tracted what at the time was supposed to 
have been a severe cold, but which later 
developed into pneumonia. Edward Octa- 
vius Emerson was born in York, Maine, 
June 6, 1834. At the age of twenty he 
went West and engaged in mercantile 
pursuits and banking at Portage City, 
Wis. Mr. Emerson removed to Titusville, 
Pa., in 1865, where he has since resided, 
His activities in the oil business extended 
to all of the principal fields of this coun- 
try. For a time he was an associate of 
John D. Rockefeller when the Standard 
Oil Company was first developed. He left 
a widow and two sons, John L. Emerson

Interstate Commerce Commission 
Determines Freight Rates on 
Petroleum and Cottonseed 
Products. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 
In orders issued by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission covering @ Case 
brought by the National Refining Com- 
pany against the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way, the present rate of 33.1 cents per 
100 pounds for the transportation of petro- 
leum and its products in carloads from 
Coffeyville, Kan., to Hastings, Neb., is 
found not to be unreasonable. In the 
same order a rate of 18.4 cents per 100 
pounds for the transportation of petro- 
leum and its products in carloads from 
Coffeyville, Kan., to Sedalia, Mo., is found 
to have been unreasonable to the extent 
that it exceeded 17 cents per 100 pounds. 
The requirement with respect to the latter 
rate is made effective to cover a period 
of two years next ensuing. , 

In a case’brought by the Anadarko Cot- 
ton Oil Company, of Oklahoma, against 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
way and other carriers in the Southwest, 
involving transportation rates on cotton- 
seed oil and products, including hulls, 
cake, meal, ete., from points in Oklahoma 
to Kansas City and other points in the 
Southwest, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in a report made by Commissioner 
Clements concludes that the allegation 
set forth in the original record and also 
the additional evidence taken at a supple- 
mental hearing do not warrant interfer- 
ence in the existing rates on these prod- 
ucts in the transportation territory cov- 
ered. The complaint made by the cotton 
oil company of Oklahoma is therefore 
dismissed,

Pure Food and Drug Legislation 
Slumbering. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 
It’ it stiall be possible to secure another 
meeting of the Interstate.and Foreign 
Commerce Committee of the House dur- 
ing the present session an effort will be 
made to obtain a fina} vote and a report 
upon the Richardson bill, making various 
amendments in the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act. Members of the committee, includ- 
ing Representative Richardson, of Ala- 
bama, who has been serving as acting 
chairman, have striven to perfect a_ bill, 
and after a meeting of the sub-committee 
to perfect the various proposed amend- 
ments in the Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
express no hope that they can get the 
bill through at the present session. Mr. 
Richardson is anxious to have: the meas- 
ure reported out, if possible, and he is 
working to that end through the sub- 
committee, of which he is chairman, 
Only one meeting of the sub-committee 
has been held since the hearings on the 
Richardson bill, several weeks ago. Ab- 
senteeism as tie result of Presidential 
politics, and inaction in the’ House gener- 
ally has prevented even slight considera- 
tion of the pure food bills up to this time. 
On Thursday, however, Representative 
Richardson was able to have a meeting of 
the sub-committee, all being) present ex- 
cept Representative Stevens, of Minne- 
sola. There were at this meeting Chair- 
man Richardson and Representatives Cul- 
lop, ‘Covington and Esch. Practically 
nothing was accomplished at this session 
of the sub-committee except to go over the 
details of the Richardson bill and tenta- 
tively reach an agreement as to certain 
changes that may be made therein, in 
order that Chairman Richardson may be 
guided in the next draft of the bill that 
will be prepared for submission to the full 
committee. No decision was reached by 
the sub-committee upon any of the points, 
but expressions of opinion were indulged 
in by several members of the sub-com- 
mittee indicating that the draft of the 
bill. which Chairman Richardson will have 
ready to submit to the full committee if 
another meeting of the full committee can 
be obtained, will be materially different 
from the bill which was considered at 
the time of the hearings on this subject. 


Chairman Adamson, of the Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee, has 
intimated that there should be at least 
one more meeting of the full committee 
before the final adjournment of Congress 
for this session. That meeting, however, 
was intended to be devoted to unobjected 
matters, such as bridge bills, measures 
relating to light house service, ete. It is 
believed, however, that if the sub-commit- 
tee can reach an agreement that Chair- 
man Richardson will be able to induce 
the full committee to pass favorably upon 
his bill and let the matter go over to the 
next session of Congress. 

The consideration given by the sub-com- 
mittee to the Richardson bill resulted in 
expressions of opinions intended to make 
the next draft of the measure much 
shorter than the bill as it was considered 
at the time of the hearings. Among other 
changes proposed it is probable that the 
next draft will limit the number of speci- 
fic drugs contained in proprietary medi- 
cines, merely making mention of the fore- 
most basic drug without all the deriva- 
tives thereof. lt is also probable that the 
provision contained in the former draft 
of the Richardson bill regarding the pack- 
ages for food made of tin, etc., intended 
to regulate the thickness of tin on pack- 
ages, will be eliminated. This decision; is 
said to be the result of inquiries made by 
members of the sub-committee to the offi- 
cials of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service and the experts of the 
Agricultural Department regarding the 
cases of alleged poisoning from foods put 
up in tin containers. 

The most important change contem- 
plated by the sub-committee, as the mat- 
ter now stands, is the striking out of the 
bill the so-called variation clause. The 
retention of the variation clause, allow- 
ing even slight or immaterial variations 
from the standard weights, ete., is stout- 
ly resisted by the officials of the Pure 
Food and Drug Division of the Agricul- 
tural Department, as they say such vari- 
ations would result in making of different 
standards and render null and void the 
requirement of the United States Pharma- 





copewia and National Formulary as to 
the standards for drugs. The sub-com- 
mittee seems:ta favor the elimination.of 
this clause allowing variations. 

With these changes the bill will go to 
the full committee, if; as is stated, an- 
other meeting of the full committee can 
be obtained. 

Most of the sub-committee say that the 
reports of alleged violent opposition on 
the part of druggists and manufacturers 
of medicinal compounds to the Richard- 
son bill is’ without foundation. Most of 
the objections have come to the commit- 
tee in the form of suggestions that such 
articles as cosmetics be) not included, be- 
cause they are not for internal consump- 
tion. Most of the representatives of the 
druggists and manufacturers of proprie- 
tury articles have given cordial support 
to the Richardson bill, and their restric- 
tions have been leveled at specific pro- 
visions of the measure which, in some in- 
stances, have been declared to be too 
drastic. 
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Few Pure Food and Drug Pros- 
ecutions Relate to Drugs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912, 

Commenting upon the statement recent- 
ly made by the Secretary of Agriculture 
regarding the activities of the department 
in the enforcement of the pure food law, 
and the fact that 500 cases have been re- 
ferred to the Department of Justice for 
prosecution, the officials of the depart- 
ment having to do with these prosecu- 
tions state that the general figures are 
to a large extent meaningless in that it by 
no means is certain that any considerable 
number of these cases so referred will 
ever be brought to trial. 

By the provisions of the pure food law 
the officials charged with the duty of en- 
forcing the law are prohibited from mak- 
ing public any facts regarding the prog- 
ress of investigations, final results or pro- 
ceedings taken looking to the trial of 
cases. Only final judgments by the courts 
are permitted to be made public in pure 
food cases. This is the reason given 
for the general statement made regarding 


the work of the department under the 
pure food law. ; 
The operations of the department in 


pure food matters covers the investiga- 
tions by examiners in the field, seizures 
of products alleged to be adulterated, mis- 
branded or otherwise obnoxious to the 
provisions of the law, the perfecting of 
eases where, in the opinion of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, suits should 
properly be brought where every effort 
to prevent such suits has failed. When 
the cases are referred by the department 
to the law officers of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, these cases are referred to 
the United States district attorneys in 
the respective districts where seizures of 
commodities have been made. It often 
happens that in the opinion of the dis- 
trict attorneys or of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, the case as made up by the 
pure food officials does not warrant prose- 
cution. In other words, even after the 
matter has reached the early proceedings 
for trial nolle prosses are entered and 
that ends the matter. It is because of 
the uncertainty in matters of this kind 
that the law imperatively requires secrecy 
on the part of all government officials 
charged with the enforcement of the law, 
in order to prevent statements being is- 
sued regarding alleged violations of the 
law so there may be no doubt with re- 
spect to the matter. 

About all that can be ascertained re- 
rarding the character of the cases that 
have been referred to the Department of 
Justice for prosecution is that a very 
small percentage of the total number of 
00 cases relate to drugs. In fact, the 
officials say an examination of the rec- 
ords show that only approximately 10 per 
cent. of the cases reported for prosecu- 
tion relate to drugs and like compounds. 
All the other cases relate to foods and 
similar preparations. According to the 
expressions given by the officials even this 
small proportion of 10 per cent. of the 
drug cases may never reach final judg- 
ment in the courts. 
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Bill to Check Pellagra,

Washington, July 12, 1912. 

There has been introduced in the House 
by Representative Faison, of North Caro- 
lina, a bill, H. R. 25633, providing for the 
study and prevention of pellagra. The 
bill has been referred to the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, and 
is as follows:— 

Be it enacted, ete., that the sum of $25,000 
be, and the same is hereby, appropriated, out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the study and prevention of 
the disease pellagra, for the purpose of pre- 
venting further extension of this rapidly in- 
creasing and fatal disease, by a commission 
of three medical experts under the direction 


of the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service,

Canadian Turpentine Regulations. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 

The Foreign Tariff Section of the Bureau 
of Manufactures, Commerce Department, 
is advised upon official Canadian author- 
ity that by an order in council the follow- 
ing standards for turpentine are put in 
force in Canada under the act relating 
4 ie adulteration of food and other ar- 

cles:— 


When turpentine is sold as a drug, for 
medicinal purposes or to the order of a phy- 
sician, it shall meet the pharmacopeeial re- 
quirements as provided by section 7 of the 
act. 

When turpentine is sold under any other 
conditions than for purposes of medicine, 
as above, it shall meet the following re- 
quirements:—It shall be entirely free from 
mineral oil; unless sold as wood turpentine, 
it shall absorb not less than 340 times its 
weight of iodine (Hubli. solution and 
method); if sold as wood turpentine, it shall 
absorb not less than 240 times its weight 
of iodine by the same method; the undis- 
solved (unpolymerized) residue on treat- 
ment of 10 cubic centimeters with 40 cubic 
centimeters of a sulphuric acid containing 
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20 per cent. of the fuming acid, shall not 
exceed 10 per cent. by volume of the sample; 
the refractive index of this residue shall be 
not less than 1.4950 at 20 degrees C.; the 
refractive index of the sample at 20 degrees 
Cc. shall lie between 1.468 and 1.473; the spe- 
cific gravity of the sample at 20 degrees C., 
shall not be less than 0.86; the initial bolling 
point shall not be lower than 150 degrees C. 
under ordinary atmospheric pressure; at 
least 75 per cent. by volume shall distill 
below 160 degrees C.; the residue on evapo- 
ration over a steam bath shall not exceed 
2 per cent, 
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Practicability of Synthetic Rubber. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 

In a report which Consul-General Grif- 
fith sends from London an account is 
given of information brought out there 
regarding the synthetic production of rub- 
ber. The information is to the effect that 
scientists state there is a probability that 
synthetic rubber could be produced at 6i 
cents per pound, and a possibility of pro- 
duction at 24 cents per pound or less. 
Further it is said that ‘in order to pro- 
duce rubber commercially it was neces- 
sary to discover a cheap source of iso- 
prene. Coal, petroleum, wood, sugar and 
starch were considered. Finally starch 
from grain or tubers was chosen at a 
price of less than a penny (2 cents) per 
pound, and it was found that isoprene 
could be readily obtained from fusel oil, 
which is a by-product of ordinary alco- 
holic fermentation of starch. It was in- 
dispensable also to discover a cheap way 
of making fusel oil, and after a year and 
a half it is claimed a process has been 
disclosed which will enable fusel oil to 
be produced at $170 to $218 per ton, as 
against a normal market price of about 
$681 per ton. This discovery will prove, 
it is believed, of great importance in the 
manufacture of celluloid and artificial 
leather, and in other industries.”’ 
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Officials Bar Absinthe. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 

Under the terms of an order issued) to- 
day by the Board of Food and Drugs In- 
spection, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, it is decided that 
“the Secretary of Agriculture will regard 
as adulterated under the Food and Drugs 
Act absinthe, which, on and after October 
1, 1912, is manufactured or offered for sale 
in the District of Columbia or the terri- 
tories, or shipped in interstate commerce 
or oftered for importation into the United 
States.”’ 

The basis of the decision by the board 
and the department declaring against ab- 
sinthe is that it is generally recognized 
that have had experience with the sale 
and consumption of absinthe that the 
beverage is dangerous to health. The ofti- 
cials say that Belgium, Switzerland and 
Holland have forbidden its manufacture, 
sale or importation. Because of the pro- 
vision of the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
forbidding the importation of articles that 
are forbidden in the countries of manu- 
facture, and because the pure food offi- 
cials hold that the beverage i@# dangerous 
to health, the ban is put upon it by the 
present decision. 

The decision also states that the pro- 
vision of the Pure Fooa and Drugs Act, 
inhibiting articles which contain added 
ynoisonous or deleterious ingredients, cov- 
ers absinthe, because it is a ‘‘manufac- 
tured product containing worm wood or 
absinth (Artemesia Absinthium), added 
delcierious ingredients, which under the 
law excludes it from shipment in inter- 
state commerce in the United States un- 
der the law.”

Iyon and Steel Drums for Naphtha 


Transportation. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has dismissed a case brought by the Red 
Cc Oil Manufacturing Company against 
the Alabama and Vicksburg Railway and 
other carriers in that territory, involv- 
ing the transportation of benzine, gaso- 
line, and naphtha, when contained in 
wooden barrels. The commission states, 
in summarizing the case, that the rule of 
the Southern classification, effective 
August 1, 1910, excludes from transporta- 
tion benzine, gasoline, and naphtha when 
contained in wooden barrels. The com- 
plainant company alleged that this rule 
is unreasonable and will subject shippers 
of petroleum products to great loss and 
damage. These articles are inflammable 
liquids with extremely low flash points, 
and the rule to which exception is taken 
is for the preservation of life and prop- 
erty. “While we have not yet prohibited 
the use of wooden, barrels as containers 
for the transportation of these commodi- 
ties, the trades as well as the carriers 
recognize the greater safety of iron or 
steel drums of proper construction, and 
we cannot condemn the rule. Case dis- 
missed.”’

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Asphaltic Materials in 1911. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 12, 1912. 
For the United States Geological Sur- 
vey Dr. David T. Day has prepared a 
monograph, as an advance chapter from 
‘Mineral Resources of the United States 
for 1911," on the production of asphalt, 
related bitumens and bituminous rock in 
this country. Extracts from this work 
appeared in the Reporter on June 24, and 
supplementary particulars are given as 
follows :— 


The increased production of asphaltic ma- 
terials in 1911 has resulted mainly from the 
movement throughout the United States for 
better roads. There is a growing conviction 
that asphaltic surfaces and binders add ma- 
terially to the efficiency of roads in comparison 
with other surfaces and binders. 

The production of hard asphalt *(uintaite or 
gilsonite, elaterite, etc.), mainly from Utah, 
increased from 29,832 short tons in 1910, valued 
at $372,900, to 35,846 short tons in 1911, valued 
at 531,614, As heretofore, this output of 
sphalt followed the vicissitudes of the 
varnish trade. The conditions of occurrence 
of these deposits and all other known deposits 
in the United States have been described in 
great detail by George H. Eldridge in the 
twenty-second annual report of the United 
States Geological Survey. Other publications 
by the United States Geological Survey on as- 
phalt are listed at the end of this report. 

The production of asphalt obtained as a 
residuum from petroleum in California, Texas, 
Illinois and the mid-continent field increased 
still more rapidly—from 159,424 short tons 
in 1910 to 234,951 tons in 1911, the value in- 
creasing from $2,207,937 to $2,684,230. 

The production from deposits of bituminous 
rock showed a marked decrease, owing chiefly 
to the cost of transportation for material con- 
taining a relatively small quantity of asphalt. 
No new deposits of bituminous rock were ex- 
ploited during the year. ° 

There was renewed activity in 1911 in de- 
veloping the ozokerite deposits near Colton and 
at Soldiers Summit, Utah. There was no pro- 
duction, but the development work carried on 
during the year will probably result in a con- 
siderable product in 1912, 

The importation of ozokerite for consumption 
in 1911 amounted to 4,472,708 pounds, valued 
at $388,461. 

The production of asphalt and bituminous 
rock in 1911 was 360,004 short tons, valued at 
$3,820,751, as against $260,080 short tons, val- 
ued at $3,080,067, in 1910. 

Dr. Day also gives a discussion of the 
uses of oil asphalts in road making, and 
the production of these crude oils in 
Texas, Oklahoma and the Kansas fields. 
He says:— 


When the use of asphalt as road material 
first became important the one commercial 
source of supply was the impure crude asphalt 
from Trinidad Lake, and the technology of 
asphalt pavements was adapted to the best 
methods of utilizing this material. Very dura- 
ble and satisfactory roads of the well-known 
asphalt pavement type were made by a base 
of concrete upon which was spread a layer of 
Trinidad asphalt first freed from water by 
heating, then mixed with sand and spread 
while hot, and then steam rolled until smooth. 
Where transportation costs were not excessive 
the asphaltic sandstones of Kentucky also fur-

LINSEED OIL. 


Developments have not been lacking 
in the linseed oil market during the 
interval. On Tuesday announcement 
was made of a decline in price and 
carlots were openly quoted at 7ic, with 
a corresponding decrease for smaller 
quantities. Sharp breaks in the seed 
markets were the factors which broke 
the oil market, and the price of oil 
was merely adjusted to the level of 
the seed market, On Friday further 
depression in seed found its counter- 
part in oil, and a second revision of 
prices brought car. lots down to 70c., 
although some crushers have held out 
for 71c. for their offerings. Some good 
sized orders were reported early in 
the week, but the impression of a 
weaker future market is widespread 
and consumers of oil for the most part 
are keeping out of the market because 
they expect prices to go to lower levels. 
Futures are quoted as low as 60c. for 
November forward and the announce- 
ment of 58c. oil f. 0, b. Minneapolis, 
made a week ago, undoubtedly exerted 
powerful influence on the spot market, 

Last year the Reporter was success- 
ful in having the government revise 
its official estimate on production of 
flax, and as the government officials 
are now paying stricter attention to this 
crop, more than ordinary interest at- 
taches to the estimate, which was is- 
sued at Washington on Tuesday of this 
week. According to this estimate the 
area sown to flax this year is 2,992,000 
acres, against 2,757,000 acres last year, 
and 2,467,000 acres in 1910. Condition 
on July 1 was 88.9 per cent., compared 
with 80.9 per cent, last year and 87 per 
cent., the average for the last nine 
years. Indicated yield per acre is 9.4, 
against 7 bushels last year and 8.7 
bushels the average for the last five 
years. The total yield for this year 
then figures 28,124,800 bushels, although 
conditions between now and harvest 
time will work some change in these 
figures, and no doubt reduce them ma- 
terially. With promise of a record crop 
in Canada this year it is at once evi- 
dent why future seed is quoted at a 
comparatively low figure. The statis- 
tical position of seed is treated on the 
editorial pages of this issue, and re- 
ferring to this it will be noted that 
seed has occupied a false position all 
season because prices were establish- 
ed on the basis of production and pro- 
duction turned out to be much larger 
than had been expected. As a matter 
of fact the final government estimate 
of 19,370,000 bushels of seed, as the 
United States 1911-12 crop, will not be 
far out of the way when the total is 
footed up at the end of the crop year. 

The seed and oil markets of the 
world have acted in harmony with do- 
mestic markets and everywhere were 
recorded heavy declines in the price of 





seed and oil. Mail advices from Eng- 
land show that for the week ending 
July 5, seed has continued to decline, 
with very little trading doing, clos- 
ing depressed and considerably lower 
owing to poor demand. The imports 
into London for the week have been 
29,643 and since January 1, 206,388 quar- 
ters, against 293,601 quarters corre- 
sponding time last year.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


The course of the week’s market has 
continued irregular, but the tone has 
been of more bearish significance, on 
the whole. Lower quotations were reg- 
istered at the close, as compared with 
those at the same time previously, in 
all options. On the basis of the week’s 
comparison, August weakened by 24 
points, September by 27 points and Oc- 
tober by 22 points. In other positions

declines,. for in these months liquida- 
tion was the most pronounced feature 
of trading. Liquidation was 0oc- 
casioned at the opening on the weak- 
ness of lard and grain, but on the sec- 
ond and third days these markets 
showed a rallying tendency, but more 
positive support was afforded by the 
stronger position of cotton. The earlier 
losses were, however, not regained in 
the more active options. With the fur- 
ther advance of the week the condi- 
tions seemed to prompt more of a dis- 
position on the part of the long inter- 
ests to unload, while there was evi- 
dence of short covering at the more 
advantageous terms. There has been 
an absence of July tenders during the 
week and this option is now believed 
to be well cleared. The closing session 
brought the market to its most bearish 
position, and the low level of the week 
was touched. The weakness of lard 
sharpened liquidation appreciably. Cot- 
ton was fairly firm, but of nominal 
effect. The week’s sales totaled 111,600 
barrels, as compared with 53,500 bar- 
rels formerly. The cotton §situa- 
tion is regarded as more or less specu- 
lative and is attracting considerable 
attention in the oil trade. The later 
advices have been of a more favorable 
tenor on the cotton crop and with 
promise of a 14,000,000 bale output and 
the prospect of a better seed yield 
the probability of a good oil production 
is finding more general recognition. 


The subject of the consuming demand 
is also commanding much interest in 
the oil trade. There have been claims 
that this has assumed more satisfac- 
tory proportions during the week, but 
any material gain is still disputed, and 
it is contended that so long as this 
factor proves negligible there can be 
no hope for definite improvement in 
the market. The fact that the princi- 
pal long interests are speculative hold- 
ers who are confronted with a com- 
paratively short interval within which 
to unload before new oil becomes a 
factor is the argument advanced to 
clinch the necessity of more vigorous 
consumptive demand. There has been 
continued switching of the speculative 
lots to later months on the hope of a 
broadening in the actual requirements. 
Western trade in oil still leaves much 
to be desired, and there is an absence 
of anything suggestive of speculation 
in that direction. The variable course 
of lard does not tend toward a more 
confident drift of sentiment. 


There are still many complaints in 
the trade about the slackness of the 
export movement. The fact that about 
77,000 barrels are held in Rotterdam 
and the continued easing of the foreign 
markets, as evidenced by our cable 
advices as well as by those received in 
the trade, do not tend to mitigate the 
disappointment over the _ situation 
abroad. Our record of shipments for 
the week shows another relatively light 
aggregate, although well in excess of 
the volume of the former week. The 
current figures are 8,047 barrels from 
New Yoyk and 607 barrels from other 


ports, amounting to 8,654 barrels and 
comparing with 2,138 barrels, previ- 
ously. 

There is, however, one encouraging 
aspect to the foreign situation to be 
noted at this time, namely, the pros- 
pects for the re-establishment of a 


substantial volume of business with 
Austria-Hungary, as the result of ne- 
gotiations, which have been in progress 
for a considerable time for the lowering 
of the present prohibitive duty of 40 
kronen on cottonseed oil to one of 15 
kronen, whereby a fair competition 
with other edible oils entering Austria- 
Hungary would be permitted. We have 
treated this subject editorially in this 
issue. 

There have been reported purchases 
of new crop crude oil in Texas at 41c. 
for September, which is about on the 
basis of prevailing quotations for Oc- 
tober, Against these purchases re- 
finers are said to have made sales to 
probable advantage. The tone of the 
crude market is unquestionably easier 
in consequence of the recent develop- 
ments and more pressure to sell was 
evidenced toward the close. A sum- 
mary of the crush of 1911 seed in this 
country by States is given in another 
column.

The market for lard was easier dur- 
ing the past week in sympathy swith 
the lower Western markets. Prices 
show a decline of about ‘ce. in the 
cash trade, but the undertone was fair- 
ly steady at the close on Saturday. 
There was some improvement in the 
cash demand for prime Western at the 
decline, with a fair call in the West 
for compound lard. Compound lard 
held steady on the 8%@9c. per pound 
basis. The weakness was brought 
about by the favorable crop reports, 


and the heavy supplies on hand in the 
West. The speculative market closed 
the week with a net loss of only 6 to 
8 points. Prime Western lard was 
quoted at 10.80@llc. per pound , in 
tierces, with city steam held at 10%c. 
per pound. The demand from abroad 
was only moderate. Exports of lard 
from New York for the past week were 
3,868,100 pounds. ee 
Our Chicago correspondent writes: 
Chicago, July 11, 1912. 
Speculative market for lard at Chicago this 
week was in a _ very unsettled condition. 
Sharp recessions in values were closely fol 
lowed by almost equally abrupt upturns, an 
extreme range of 387%@52%c. being covered 
during the week. Final figures were on one 
of the best rallies, but still showed net losses af 
10@12%c. for the six days. Chief interest was 
centered in September and October options, the 
former touched $10.95 on the high spot and 
sold down to $10.45, rallying to $10.85 at the 
close. October dropped from a high spot of 
$11.02% to $10.50, and then strengthened to 
$10.90. July was under pressure of general 
realizing sales during the forepart of the week 
and declined from $10.70 to $10.37%, closing 
on a rally to $10.65. Td 
uenced by continued heavy receipts 
alee selees of hogs, by unfavorable foreign 
advices, smaller exports and a dull domestic 
cash situation, sentiment at the opening of the 
week was decidedly bearish. There was con- 
siderable general realizing and a great deal 
of changing of September contracts to October.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD oOIL.—The market 
for China wood oil seems rather un- 
settled at present. Prices are affected 
by two important conditions, first the 
question of quality of the oil and sec- 
ond the stocks on hand by the various 
sellers. Some sales were reported at 
85¢c. for spot goods, whereas others 
maintain that the market is firmer. 
and while spot quotations may be re- 
peated at 9@10c., they claim the out- 
side figure predominates in sales of 
good quality ofl. In distinction to this 
it is asserted that sellers who have 
good sized stocks are quoting lower 
values, and higher prices are asked 
only by those who are rather short of 
oil. All agree, however, that the future 
market is threatened because of small 
supplies at Chinese shipping points, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that 
this condition has a strong bearing on 
the spot market. 


COCOANUT OILS.—Aside from a 
slightly higher market abroad, the 
market for cocoanut oil was featureless 
during the past week. Trading has 
been quiet, with consumers not in- 
terested in futures, Prices on all grades 
held fairly steady, with closing quota- 
tions practically unchanged. Cochin 
stock was in moderate supply both 
here and in primary centers, and deal- 
ers were asking all the way from 9% 
to 10c. per pound for spot deliveries, 
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with futures % to 4c. under this basis, 
according to position and seller. Busi- 
ness was put through at 9.60c., spot de- 
livery. Ceylon oil was offered freely 
around 8%c. per pound, but sales were 
noted on odd lots at 8%c. In London 
the market advanced to £37 15s. per 
ton on Friday for July-August ship- 
ment, but the undertone was unsettled 
at this figure, as the demand was very 
quiet. Copra oil was meeting with the 
same quiet demand, which has char- 
acterized the market for the past 
month. Prices were repeated on the 
8%c. basis, spot delivery. Marseilles 
quoted copra at 86 francs per cwt., 
which compares with 85 frances a week 
ago. 

CORN OIL.—The market for corn 
oil was easy all week, but leading in- 
terests report no change in prices. 
Business was quiet, as consumers have 
been taking advantage of the lower 
markets on substitutes to a large ex- 
tent. The trade was unsettled, and 
lower prices are looked for in some 
quarters before the end of this week. 
Independent, operators were still offer- 
ing oil freely at concessions, and sales 
were reported at $6 per 100 pounds in 
ear lot quantities. Leading manufac- 
turers were asking $6.15 per 100 pounds 
at the close on Saturday. The markets 
of the West were all lower, and with 
the cheaper freight rate in effect, oil 
from the interior was available at more 
favorable prices to consumers. The 
good corn crop prospects also had a 
depressing influence in some instances. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, July 11, 1912. 

Responding to a falling off in the demand as 
the result of quietness in the paint and soap 
manufacturing trades, the market for corn oil 
at Chicago this week developed the first signs 
of weakness shown in a long time, and closed 
at net losses of 10c. a hundred pounds for the 
week. An exceptionally promising govern- 
ment report on corn, almost ideal weather for 
forcing the delayed crop to maturity and lower 
prices of grain were other contributing fac- 
tors. Trade was not large, manufacturers hav- 
ing succeeded in catching up with orders on 
their books, and the downward tendency of 
values served to check some inquiries that 
might have resulted in business, but there was 
No surplus oi] on the market and the situation 
at the finish was a satisfactory one. Closing 
quotations were:—Bulk corn oil in tank cars, 
$5.40 per 100 pounds; car lots in barrels, $5.80 
per 100 pounds; lots one to five barrels, $5.90 
per. 100 pounds; lots of six barrels or more, 
$5.85 per 100 pounds. 

PALM OILS.—The market for palm 
oils was a featureless affair during the 
interval. Price changes abroad were 
within narrow compass, with buying 
only in evidence at reactions. Locally 
the demand was reported as dull in 
most quarters, with only routine sales 
passing on the basis of prices quoted. 
There was no call for futures to speak 
of from consumers. Lagos for spot de- 
livery was available at 6%@7c. per 
pound, with futures held at 6%c. Some 
off grades were quoted a shade under 
these figures. Prime red palm oil was 
reported sold at 6c. per pound, nearby 
shipment, with dealers asking 6.15@ 
6.50e., according to quality and seller. 
Commercial stock was available at 6c. 
per pound, spot delivery, with futures 
around 5c. 

Under the date of July 6 Liverpool 
writes:— 

The course of our market in the past week 
was somewhat erratic, but in spite of the ex- 
traordinary large arrivals of the last fortnight, 
very nearly 10,000 casks, prices on the whole 
were very well maintained apart from some 
fluctuations in prompt and near stuff, particu- 
larly Lagos and Soft River oils; the tendency 
was again in favor of sellers The sales 
reached about 1,500 tons, in all descriptions 
and positions, but mostly in the near and the 
relatively cheaper positions, which remained 
without material change, while for the distant 
months, fore as aft, the full premium of from 
s.@10s. per ton is asked and paid. The Eng- 
lish home trade was the chief buyer. The 
statistical figures show that the imports up 
to date are 211 tons more than in the record 
year of 1910, and in spite of the large deliv- 
eries in June of about 10,000 tons, our stock 
in the last month has increased by 1,665 tons; 
nevertheless the offerings of palm oil are cu- 
riously insignificant, and we close with an im- 
proved tone and tendency in favor of sellers. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—In sympathy 
with the firm market for kernels in 
primary centers, the market for palm 
kernel oil was fairly steady during the 
interval. The demand was dull, but 
with cocoanut oils unchanged prices 
were repeated on the 8.20c. per pound 
basis. Some holders were asking up to 
8.60c. on special grades. Futures were 
quoted at 8@8%c., according to position. 
Advices from London quote 35s. per 
ewt. for svot and futures. 

PPANUT OIL.—Only routine busi- 
ness was put through in the market 
for peanut oil, and prices held fairly 


steady in all quarters. The foreign 
situation shows little change, and, if 
anything, primary markets were a 


shade easier. Supplies on hand were 
moderate, which has been offsetting the 
quiet condition of the trade. At the 
close on Saturday dealers weer asking 
6%@7T%e. per pound for soap makers’ 
grades. Marseilles quotes soap making 
peanut oil at 65 francs per cwt. 
OLIVE OIL.—The market for olive 
oil continues to rule firm, with prices 
trending upward. Business was sea- 
sonable on both denatured oil and 
prime green foots, with offerings at 
primary centers moderate. Some deal- 
ers were still offering denatured olive 
ofl on the 70e. per gallon basis, which 
was said to be below the present cost 
of import. Large interests were asking 
72@78c. per gallon, according to acidity. 
A report from Marseilles states that 
the outlook for new crop olives is very 
bad, and the price of prime yellow oil is 
expected to reach £48950 per ton. 
Foots were scarce on the spot, with 
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dealers asking from 6% to 7c. 
pound. 

RAPESEED OIL.—On moderate offer- 
ings of rapeseed oil the market closed 
steady, with prices on all descriptions 
unchanged. Some business was noted 
for refined at 67c. per gallon, spot de- 
livery. Rubber manufacturers and 
lubricant dealers were the principal 
buyers. Advices from London report a 
quiet market, with refined rape oil 
quoted at £33 15s. in casks. Prices vary 
according to quantity and seller and 
closed on Saturday as follows:—Re-

Freight Rates on Cottonseed Products 


Found Unreasonable, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, July 12, 1912. 
An order has been entered by the Inter 
state Commerce Commission in a case 
brought by Samuel Preston Davis, dealer 
in cottonseed products at Little Rock. 
Ark., against the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railway and other carriers 
in the Southwest, holding that the rate 


of $4.15 per net ton for transportation of 
cottonseed meal and hulls in carloads 
from Monticello, Ark., to points on the 


Texas and Pacific Railway in Louisiana is 
unreasonable to the extent that such rate 
exceeded $3.15 per ton. The commission 
prescribed a rate not exceeding $3.15 per 
ton for two years next ensuing. 

After reviewing the facts in the case 
covering shipments of cottonseed meal in 
the territory mentioned, the commisssion 
in its report and decision summarizes the 
matter as follows:— 


It is noted that subsequently to the hear- 
ink the defendants published, effective date 
January 1, 1912, a joint commodity rate. of 
20% cents per 100 pounds, or $4.10 per ton, 
on cottonseed meal and hulls, straight or 
mixed carloads, also fertilizer manufactured 
from cottonseed’ meal applicable from Ar- 
kansas meal-shipping points generally, in- 
cluding Monticello and Fort Smith, to the 
destination points involved. which rates are 
now in force via the Iron Mountain and 
Texas and Pacific Railways. 

The record does not in our opinion justify 
a lower rate for distances so much greater 
than that over which the assessed rate from 
Monticello applied. On a per-ton-per-mile 
basis the rate assessed was 13.833 mills from 
Monticello and less than 6 mills from Fort 
Smith, Mulberry and Ozark. Ark.. and other 
points in the Little Rock-Fort Smith terri- 
tory. 

Upon consideration of the facts we are of 
opinion and find that the charges assessed 
were unreasonable and unduly prejudicial 
to the extent that they exceeded $3.15 per 
ton. We further find that complainant was 
damaged in so far as he paid charges upon 
shipments based on a rate in excess of $3.15 
per ton. and is therefore entitled to an 
award of reparation on that basis. UWpon re- 
ceipt of paid expense bills or other com- 
petent evidence that the charges were paid 
by complainant, an order awarding repara- 
tion will be entered. In the disposition of 
this case we express no opinion as to the 
reasonableness of the rate now in force from 
shipping points other than Monticello. 

The carriers will be required to maintain 
a rate not in excess of $3.15 per ton for the 
transportation of cottonseed meal and hulls 
in carloads from Monticello, Ark.. to the des- 
tinations involved for a period of two years.

Petroleum Market and Reviews 





Saturday Noon, July 13, 1912. 


The crude market has continued on 
an even basis during the week and the 
general conditions suggest a halting 
of the upward tendency of values, Ad- 
vices from our Eastern field correspond- 


ents note a materia! decline in com- 
pletions, but despite this showing a 
fair gain in new production is indi- 
cated. The increase is credited to the 


marked improvement in West Virginia 
results. The new production in that 
State was more than doubled during 
the week, although the new wells fell 
considerably below the record of the 
former week. Another feature of the 
current new production returns is the 
sharp decline in Illinois, being nearly 
one-half that formerly noted. Of the 
8.860 barrels of new production in the 
West Virginia fields during the week, 
8,830 barrels are credited to Kanawha 
county, the scene of the prolific Blue 
Creek pool. In the county during the 
week twenty wells were brought in, so 
that the average per well shows the 
remarkable unit of 441 barrels. One of 
the best producers of recent weeks in 
the field was reported to have yielded 
1,800 barrels the second 24 hours after 
it had reached the sand. Another well 
placed to its credit 500 barrels the first 
13 hours, while a third was rated as a 
700-barrel producer. Despite these wells 
of exceptional capacity, the new pro- 
duction is not able to counterbalance 
the steady decline in the older wells 
and the output of the pool continues 
downward. A late report placed it at 
not more than 15,000 barrels per day. 
Four miles east of the Blue Creek 
field, a recent completion, flowing at 
the rate of 90 barrels per day, is at- 
tracting attention as a possible fore- 
runner of a new pool. Wildcat 
operations continue to be actively 
prosecuted throughout Virginia, Clay, 
Lincoln and Putnam counties, furnish- 
ing the greatest incentive to the new 
drilling. A completion of more than 
ordinary interest in Virginia during 
the week was in Ritchie county, where 
a showing of oil was encountered at a 
depth of 350 feet, which is said to be a 
distinct formation so far as other wells 
completed in that locality are con- 
cerned. 


There was a marked decline in com- 
pletions in the Southeastern Ohio 
field during the week, although 
operations in the deep sand territory 
are still reported very active. Perry 
and Hocking counties continue to hold 
the center of the stage, as the recent 
completions show a gratifying ca-

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pacity. In Perry county one of the 
week’s wells is reported to have placed 
to its credit 100 barrels the first twelve 
hours. In the New Straitsville-Gore 
territory, according to a late report, 
there are 18 wells ranging in capacity 
from 50 to 95 barrels per day. In the 
old Bremen district of Fairfield county, 
one of the old producers has been 
maintaining its good showing at the 
rate of 158 barrels a day. The feature of 
the Central Ohio field during the ‘week 
has been the bringing in of the best 
well so far reported near Wooster, in 
Wayne county, which flowed 60 barrels 
over night and which is believed to be 
good for a settled production of 100 
barrels per day. The recent drilling of 
the wildcat gusher in Ohio county, 
Kentucky, has proved a keen stimulus 
to developments in the Western fields 
of the State, and there is much promise 
that experimental drilling will play 
more of a part in the season’s work 
than during any other period in the 
State’s history. In the Eastern dis- 
tricts, Wayne county holds the center 
of interest and the best completion of 
the week was a 30-barrel well on Rock 
Creek. In Lawrence county drilling is 
still active and enough is said to have 
been accomplished in the development 
of the Berea grit to justify this ac- 
tivity. A slump in operations is noted 
in the upper regions of Kentucky. 

In the Northwestern Ohio section de- 
velopment work is said to be gradually 
on the increase throughout the Trenton 
rock fields, with Hancock county com- 
manding particular interest on the 
prospects of drilling beyond the usual 
formation. One of the late Trenton 
rock wells came in at the estimated ca- 
pacity of 150 barrels. Its location in 
wiideat territory gave keener interest 
in the completion. There was, however, 
an appreciable decline in both com- 
pletions and new production in North- 
western Ohio, as compared with the 
returns of the previous week. Indiana 
presents a better showing during the 
week, but there seems to be‘no promise 
of a lasting revival of drilling in the 
State. There was an absence of un- 
usual results in Illinois during the 
week and this accounts for the marked 
decline in new production, several 
wells of the gusher type having mark- 
ed the returns of the former week. 
Lawrence county maintains its lead in 
field work and according to the cur- 
rent week’s summary it is furnishing 
more than 80 per cent. of the total pro- 
duction of the State. Considerable 
wildcat drilling is in progress in all 
sections of the field, but the most im-

Just how extensive this pool will prove re- 
inains for further drilling to tell. it now 
looks as if some good stuff will be drilled to 
the northwest and pvussikly northeast of the 
Hewins wells.

The announcement that the department of 
the interior had signed the new ruling govern-

provisions of the new ruling is that a one-sixth 
royalty shall be paid. This is contrary to all 


precedent. From the beginning of the oil de- 
velopment down to the present one-eighth 
royaity has been the custom. Taken alto- 
gether, the whole life of a well and the small 
territory with the large, this is all that opera- 
tors can afford to pay. A meeting is being 
held in Tulsa this afternoon at which oil 


men are entering their protest against this rul- 
ing. Now and then it is possible to pay a 
sixth royalty—that is so long as the flush pro- 
duction lasts, but when that time is over 
and when the market is low this royalty can- 
not .be paid.

The Dallas Oil 
Company completed No. 33 on the Steinwate 
in section 5-ii-12, and it is good for 300 bar- 
rels a day, The Reese Oil Company’s No, 9 
on the Suma Sarta in the same section is good 
for 250 barrels. 

Andrew Benson left to-day for Electra, Tex., 
in response to a telegram intimating that 
his wildcat test at Thornbury, midway be- 
tween Electra and Petrolia and directly north 
of Wichita Falls, was coming in a gusher, 
There was no well nearer than twelve miles 
when this test was started, but about a week 
ago a big producer was brought in within four 
miles of it. This well is down about 1,750 
feet, and all the formations have been regular 
and promising. Mr. Benson has been confident, 
judging by the line up that he would get a 
big well at this point. Yesterday he sold to’ 
an English syndicate his Douglas farm lease 
in the Electra field. There are 140 acres in 
this lease, and three wells with about 200 
barrels a day production. The consideration 
was private, but it is stated that Mr. Benson 
made a good turn and a neat profit. He was 
one of the first operators in the Electra field, 
securing this lease over a year ago. 

The pipe line runs of the different companies 
in this field were not quite so large in June 
as in May. The June average was 121,254.93 
barrels a day, as compared with 123,563.97 bar- 





rels a day in May. The total runs in May 
were 3,829,983.16 barrels and in June they 
were 3,637,647.89 barrels. In May of last 


year the total runs were 4,347,593 barrels and 
in June they were 4,078,767 barrels. The daily 
average in June last year was 135,958 barrels. 
However, the decrease this year, as compared 
with last, the runs are increasing now, com- 
pared with the first of this year. In January 
the daily average of all the pipe lines was 
113,353 barrels and in June the average was 
121,254 barrels a day. The Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company took into its lines 82,263 bar- 
rels a day in May and only 78,554.93 barrels 
a day in June. The Texas Company is taking 
more than it did by reason of now getting the 
output of the Central Fuel Oil Company, 
which for a time delivered its production to 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company. 

The total runs of the three big pipe liné 
companies of this field for the first six months 
of this year aggregated 20,951,644.44 barrels. 
The total runs for these pipe lines for the 
first half of 1911 amounted to 26,799,882 bar- 
rels, or a loss the first half of this year of 
almost 6,000,000 barrels. These figures do not 
include the oil taken by the independent re- 
fineries and smal] shippers. 

The deliveries in June amounted to 4,013,- 
178.90 barrels a day, or a daily average of 
138,772.68 barrels. This means that it was 
necessary to draw upon the reserve stocks 
12,517.70 barrels a day in June. So far this 
year the total deliveries of all the pipe lines 





have been 22,541,421.56 barrels, and for the 
same period last year they were 24,731,040.09 


barrels. While the deliveries have been about 
2,200,000 barrels less this year than last they 
have been 1,589,776.63 barrels more than the 
runs this year.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., July 10, 1912 


The midsummer season finds the Kentucky 
petroleum field pretty well holding its own in 
«ne matter of field work and new production. 
Heretofore summer was accompanied by a 
dearth of activity, but the higher crude oil 
prices and the discovery of new sources of pro- 
duction have served to keep active the drills 
in most of the developed districts and this 
month finds very few idle rigs in the State. 

Several new drills will be located in Ohio 
county, the scene of the recent wildcat gusher. 
This find, made at a depth of 1,800 feet, is 
greatly stimulating the deveiopment of West- 
ern Kentucky’s petroleum fields, and a new 
lease of life is expected to be taken by several 
districts which have been under development 
in that end for the past year. The Ohio coun- 
eunooue oq 0} Jo[JO Bjq 3s1y 84d SB] eHI1}8 Ay 
tered. Several small strikes have been made 
in that and adjoining counues, but until the 
coming in of a gushing well last week the 
production has not been large enough in the 
different fields under development to warrant 
much test work. In addition to several strings 
of tools in Ohio county two new rigs are now 
up in Hart county, while it is announced that 
new work will be started at once in Muhlen- 
berg and Logan counties. Barren county, 
which is east of these counties, will be sub- 
jected to some test work probably before the 
close of the month. On the whole Western 
Kentucky seems destined to come in for much 
wildcatting during the remainder of the year. 
Development work in Eastern Kentucky con- 
tinues to be centered in Wayne county, which 
now contains more rigs in operation than all 
the other districts combined. Three oilers were 

drilled in that county during the week, the 
best, a thirty-barreler, being the property of an 
Ohio company, operating on Rock Creek. In 
the Griffin pool, close to Rock Creek, two 
strikes were made, with outputs of twenty and 
fifteen barrels, respectively. With a wide 


drillable area the Rock Creek and Parmleys-

ville pools of Wayne county now contain most 
of the new work. During the week two new 
derricks were erected in McCreary county, 
where a continuation of the Rock Creek pool 
has been proven. 

The week in the upper and eastern sections 
of the State was featureless. A slump in ac- 
tivity is apparent in upper Kentucky. Two or 
three rigs are in commission in Wolfe county, 
but no completions have been made for several 


weeks. Lawrence county, in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, is still an active spot, as enough has 
been accomplished in the development of the 
Berea grit to assure a continuation of drilling. 
With a settled production of over 200 barrels 
daily the operators in that field are now in 
line for a market for their output, and they 
expect to be receiving money for their oil at 
an early date. No late completions are re- 
ported for Lawrence. Several wells are drill- 
ing. 


Pennsylvanians are in Knox county this week 
making a location for a 2,600-foot test. This 
well will be drilled primarily as a test for gas. 
It will be drilled within a short distance of 
some producing gas wells in a shallow sand, 
and is expected to develop a larger gas vein in 
a deeper sand, Work will be started at once. 

Production of oil for the various flelds of the 
State is showing a slight increase. The week- 
ly average is now in excess of 10,000 barrels. 





LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 


Findlay, O., July 12, 1912. 
Development work is gradually increasing 
throughout the Trenton rock fields of North- 


western Ohio, while the development in Indiana 
remains about the same. Ohio operators are 
confident that the market will advance above 
the dollar mark in the near future, and there 
is an inclination to improve old producing 
properties by working to the full capacity the 
‘“‘strippers,’’ many of which have been neglect- 
ed for a long period. 

Interest in Hancock 
the two deep wells which will test the lower 
Trenton in the hopes of finding oil at that 
depth. One well is being put down by the 
Ohio Oil Company and the other by the Fort 
Findlay O11 Company. Sheuld the two wells 
prove productive it is thought that a revival 
would start in all sections, and that a number 
of the old producers and abandoned wells 
would be drilled to a deeper depth. Deep test 
wells, such as are being put down in Hancock 
county, are also being drilled in’ the ‘Tiffin 
field, in Seneca county, and also in Sandusky 
county. Parties have secured leases on land 
near Burgess, in Sandusky county, and intend 
to put down a deep test well to a depth of 
3,000 feet, The rig has been constructed of 
steel, this being the first of this variety to be 
used in the field. 

Findlay oil men are interested in the reports 
from the No. 1 well on the Charles Fritz farm, 
in Moulton township, Hancock county, which 
was drilled in at a depth of 1,176 feet and 
eighty feet in the Trenton rock and shot. Im- 
mediately after being shot the wells began 
flowing, throwing oil over the derrick and ad- 
joining land. The production of the well is 
estimated at 150 barrels. The well is in wild- 
cat territory, being the first to be drilled in 
that section since the early days of the North- 
western Ohio oil field. 

During the past week. in the Northwestern 
Ohio fields a good-sized decrease was noticeable 
in completed wells and new production. There 
was nothing sensational found in any section, 
Wood county showed the completion of three 
wells, with a new production of ninety-five bar- 
rels, while Hancock had two completed wells, 
with a new production of forty-five barrels. 
Mercer had two completions good for a com- 
bined production of twenty-five barrels. Seneca 
county had one dry hole, while Allen county 
had one thirty-barrel producer. Lucas had one 
ten-barrel pumper and Van Wert had one com- 
pleted well, with a new production of fifteen 
barrels, 

Indiana showed a slight increase in new 
wells and production, Keystone had one twen- 
ty-barrel producer and Harrison had two twen- 
ty-barrel wells. The amount of work in In- 
diana continues the same month after month, 
and the chances for a revival look the same 
as they did the past season.

Texas Gusher May Mark New Field. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Burkburnet, Texas, July 9, 1912. 

values are soaring sky high in the 
section around Burkburnett and _ extending 
across the Red River into Oklahoma, only a 
few miles distant, as a result of a remarkable 
oil] gusher that was brought in 3% miles south 
of here several days ago. This well spouted 
150 feet above the derrick and has the greatest 
flow of any well yet finished im the oil pro- 
ducing territory of North Texas or Oklahoma, 
Immediately following this big oil strike there 
was a tremendous rush for the purchase of 
land and the acquirement of leases by oil 
operators and others. In one day the price 
of leases ran up from $1 per acre to $40 per 
acre within a radius of three miles of the well. 
Some of the first arrivals on the scene were 
able to get leases upon land as low as $5 per 
acre. The bringing in of this well marks the 
opening of an entirely new oil field adjacent 
to the Red River and it is the opinion of ex- 
perts that the oil bearing territory extends 
some distance north into Oklahoma. The new 
well is situated 18 miles from the Electra oil 
field. It is possible, oil men say, that the 
intervening territory between the Burkburnet 
well and the Electra field may prove to be oil 
producing. With this idea in view practically 
all of the land between the two fields has been 
leased or purchased with a view of oil exploita- 
tion. Steps have already been taken to es- 
tablish a new town near the location of the 
new well. People are flocking into this sec- 
tion in great numbers and many of them are 
going into various lines of business in the hope 
of profiting by the oil development activity 
that is already started. The Corsicana Petro- 
leum Company, which owns the Burkburnet 
gusher, as it is called, will immediately begin 
work boring other wells in the same locality. 


Land 
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Roumanian Petroleum Report, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Bucarest, June 27, 1912. 


The situation of the petroleum market re- 
mains about the same as last reported. Local 
conditions show little change, the movement 
into consuming channels continuing of season- 
able proportions at well-maintained values, 
Prices for derivatives have been on the rise 
for benzine and lubricants, as well as for 
residuals, especially for term deliveries. The 


crude oil production, owing to the output of the 


Astra-Romana Company's prolific well No. 9 
at Bana, showed a noticeable increase, and 
can be valued more than 5,000 tons per day 
The Concordia Company’s gusher, which, after 
having yielded more than 4,000 tons crude a 
day, had caught fire, has been reconstructed, 


The well is now being cleaned, and it is prob- 
able that before long it will become producing 
again. 

The Steana Romana Company has brought 
in its well No, 281 at Chiciura with a yield of 


sixty to seventy tons a day This well is 
showing for a big producer. 
The Aguila Franco-Romana Company com- 


pleted its well No. 52 at Bordeni, which met 
with the oil stratum at a depth of 391 meters. 
A certain quantity of oil has been obtained by 
eruptions and preparations are being made 
for the case of more powerful eruptions. Well 
No. 4, Siemens, in the same field produces 
forty tons a day by bailing; the same firm’s 
well No. 2 makes eruptions from time to time 
yielding thirty tons a day. The Concordia 
Company’s well No. 300 reached the oil stratum 
at 445 meters, and is being cleaned. The 
Romano-Americana’s well No. 3 reached a 
depth of 685 meters with six-inch casing; the 
formation is sandstone with gases. The Con- 
cordia Company’s well No. 311 continues to 
make eruptions with a daily yield of 140 to 
160 tons. The Anglo-Romanian Company’s well 
No. 17, having been drilled deeper, is making 
ponent eruptions with a yield of seventy tons 
a day. 

The Concordia Company brought in its well 
No. 5 at Poenareanca, having a show for 
twenty tons a day. The Romano-Americana 
Company's well No. 1b at Gropi increased its 
output to forty tons a day, while the same 
company’s well No. ih continues to yield 
twenty tons a day. The Concordia Company 
completed its well No. 253 at Mislishoara de 
North, which struck oil at a depth of 170 
meters, yielding fifteen tons a day. The same 
company’s well No. 233 has been drilled deeper 
and yields five tons a day. 

The total production of the Steana Romana 
Company was 1,150 tons a day on the average, 
of which its Capina field is credited with 660 
— and its Policiori field with 210 tons per 
ay. 

The Astra-Romana’s prolific well No. 9 at 
Bana continues to spout 1,000 to 1,200 tons a 
day. All the other wells at Bana are closed, 
being unable to work, there being a permanent 
danger of fire, as the gusher in eruptions 
spreads abundant gases roundabout. This rich 
well has produced in nine days a quantity of 
10,600 tons, being equal to an average of 1,180 
tons per day. The total production of this 
company averaged 2,030 tons a day. 

The total production of the Romana-Ameri- 
cana Company was 800 to 850 tons a day on 
the average.

States for 1911 as just been issued in 4 
monograph by the United States Census 
Bureau. This report covers the annual 


production of cotton for recent years, and 
in connection with this there is a small 
chapter devoted to cottonseed products, 
The number of establishments crushing 
cottonseed and the quantity of seed 
crushed in the different States show a 
total of 841 establishments in the country 
crushing cottonseed to the total of 4,921,073 
tons. By States, this production and the

In commenting upon the situation with 
respect to cottonseed products in connec- 
tion with the foregoing table, the Census 


Bureau officials say:— 

The estimated production of cottonseed from 
the crop of 1911 was 6,997,000 tons. Of this 
amount 4,921,073 tons, or 70 per cent., were 
taken by the oil mills, thus leaving 2,075,927 
tons, or 30 per cent., for planting, export, feed- 
ing and other purposes. The proportion with 
the quantity of seed crushed is of the total 
produced varies for the different States, but 
this is accounted for, in part, by interstate 
shipment of seed, by accessibility of the mills, 
and by the quantity of seed retained for plant- 
ing, larger proportions being saved for this 
purpose in some localities where the better va- 
rieties of cotton are grown. In Alabama and 
South Carolina the proportion of the estimated 
seed production which was taken by the mills 
of those States was low, large quantities of 
seed being shipped to adjoining States, On the 
other hand, the amount returned for the mills 
in Tennessee exceeded the production of the 
State. This is due to the fact that Memphis 
is one of the most important crushing centers 
in the cotton belt and draws seed from other 
States, particularly Arkansas and Mississippi. 

There were 841 establishments engaged in 
crushing cottonseed from the crop of 1911. This 
number compares with 810 in 1909, since which 
time Texas made a gain of seventeen active 
establishments, Georgia eleven, North Carolina 
ten and Alabama seven, while Mississippi 
shows a loss of sixteen and Louisiana seven. 
The average quantity crushed per establish- 
ment in the United States in 1911 was 5,851 
tons. Large variations appear in the averages 
for the different States, ranging from 3,804 
tons in South Carolina to 11,447 tons in Ten- 
nessee. 

The remarkable development of the cottonseed 
products industry in the United States is in- 
dicated in‘ table 17, which shows the esti- 
mated quantities and values of crude products 
manufactured, together with statistics regard- 
ing the exports of cottonseed and its products 
The average yield of oil, meal and cake, and 
hulls per ton of seed crushed varies for the 
different years and for the several States, ac- 
cording to the season, the kind and condition 
of the seed and the efficiency of the crushing 
plant. The estimated quantities of these prod- 
ucts for 1911, however, are based upon the 
average production per ton of seed crushed 
as returned at the census of 1910, which re- 
lated to seed crushed from the crops of 1908 
and 1909. The value of the products has been 
computed from prices furnished by manufac- 
turers. The bureau does not claim accuracy 
for the statistics of the table, except for the 
quantity of linters since 1899 and of seed 
erushed for 1911, but presents the estimates 
for the other items as approximately correct 
and as an interesting basis for reference.

Strong Control of Foreign Salt 


Production, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 


As a companion study to the world’s 
salt production, accompanying a_ report 
made last week by the United States 
Geological Survey on the salt production 
of the United States,'the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, through the Bureau 
of Manufactures, has just published a 
monograph on the foreign salt market and 
industry. In this monograph statement is 
made that the monopoly of the product is 
made possible by the fact that in nearly 
every country the raw salt must be re- 
fined before it is fit for use, and the re- 
fining process often involves considerable 
expense. 

Further regarding the world’s salt pro- 
duction and the industry generally, this 
monograph among other things says:— 

In England a concern known as the Salt 
Union, Limited, control about 90 per cent. of 
the total amount consumed. Efforts have been 
made to sell salt in opposition to it, but with 
little success. In France a combination of 
twenty-two mines produces over one-half the 
salt consumed in the country and their output 
is practically all handled by one selling organi- 
zation, while another handles most of the ma- 
rine salt. ‘These organizations determine 
prices to retailers. The cartel system, or the 
voluntary combination of independent dealers 
is the feature of the German trade, specific 
rules governing output and prices being laid 
down. In Mexico a single company handles a 
large proportion of the refined salt sold, and 
in Canada, though there is no monopoly, one 
or two large companies greatly overshadow the 
rest The government exercises a monopoly or 
a partial monopoly of the salt trade in Eucador, 
Peru, Venezuela, Italy, Roumania, Austria- 
Hungary, Switzerland, Servia, Turkey, Greece, 
China, Cochin China and Japan. 

American refined salt is being sold in in- 
creasing quantities abroad, Its chief competitor 
is one brand of English salt, which has pene- 
trated to every corner of the world. 





In Chile the deposits of salt are almost 
limitless, one bed covering about 200 square 
miles, with an estimated depth of more than 


300 feet of rock salt, much of which is 99 per 


cent. pure. This deposit is estimated to con- 
tain 3,000,000,000 tons and covers but a small 
portion of the salt deposits in the northern 


part of the country. Russia also has immense 
deposits of salt, which so far have been but 
little worked, and other large beds are found in 
Prussia, England, Ireland, South Africa, India, 
Austria, Spain and Canada. In the United 
States salt is mined like coal in Louisiana, 
Michigan, Kansas and other States. It is also 
made from sea water along the coast wherever 
the heat from the sun is great enough to evap 
orate the water.

London Drug Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, July 6, 1912. 


Handicapped by the labor upheaval at the 
doeks merchants here find great difficulty in 
trading, and they can only look for recoup- 
ment of their lost turnover in the heavy de- 
mand which is expected to follow the release 
of stuff now held up in the river, and when 
normal conditions are established by a settle- 
ment of the dispute. Foreign orders to this 
market naturally show a marked falling off, 
and home requirements are much reduced in 
anticipation of cheaper prices on more plentiful 
supplies; but it remains to be seen whether 
the expectation will be realized. 

Of interest to American visitors to this mar- 
ket is the definite decision of the port of Lon- 
don authority to transfer the public drug ware- 
house and showroom from their old location at 
Crutched Friars to the Cutler street premises 
of this body, the former buildings being des- 
tined for demolition and replacement by admin- 
istrative offices. ‘The actual date of the trans- 
ference is not yet fixed, but it will probably 
be toward the end of the year. The vanilla 
stores and showroom will be similarly changed. 

As regards market movements during the 
week, a drop of 10d. per ounce in codeine came 
somewhat unexpectedly, interests generally 
having been striving to hold up values in the 
opium and alkaloid classification. However,

Crude drugs themselves are uninteresting ex- 
cept rhubarb, which is distinctly in upward 
tendency. The chief interest in other direc- 
tions is provided by otto of rose, the new crop 
of which is variously reported as 20 to 40 per 
cent. less than last year. One producer has 
come out this week with a price of no less 
than 90s. net per English ounce for otto guar- 
anteed of his own distillation. How near other 
distillers will approach this extreme figure for 
their ‘‘own’’ oils remains to be seen, but it 
would certainly seem that peasants’ oil on this 
market will be quoted at over 50s. and maybe 
55s. Information to hand shows that the peas- 
ants have been asking very high prices for 
their ottos and that the leading shippers agreed 
not to give them more than 10 francs per mus- 
cal, which is equivalent to 46s. 9d. per English 
ounce ‘‘on the field,’’ making the price here 
from 52s. 6d. to 55s., but anyway over 50s. per 
English ounce. Actual crop estimates show 
so much variance that it would be premature 
to mention them yet. 

It remains to mention an outstanding event in 
connection with glycerine in the form of an 
international gathering of European producers 
and brokers which took place at Cologne on 
Thursday last week. It had before it for consid- 
eration the question of estabfishing a glycerine 
exchange at Cologne similar to that at Paris, 
and the idea seems to have been favorably re- 


ceived. A committee was appointed to con- 
sider the details and report at a subsequent 
date. The idea aimed at appears to be to give 


the German buyer or seller a definite price and 
quality on which he can depend, it being urged 
that the differences between the Paris and Eng- 
lish markets do not afford him that advantage. 
Moreover, from the general point of view the 
proposal seems to have the approbation of 
glycerine interests outside Germany because it 
is regarded as broadening the glycerine mar- 
ket, making it less liable to sudden fluctua- 
tions, and, in fact, exerting a steadying influ- 
ence. All descriptions of the article would 
come within the scope of the proposed ex- 
change. It may be added that, although the 
German C. P. convention terminated on July 
1, refiners in the Fatherland are not expected 
to compete outside their own country.

Transportation difficulties have beset 
the local wholesale and manufacturing 
drug trade within the interval and now 
threaten to make it increasingly trou- 
blesome to effect deliveries within rea- 
sonable time. At the outset of the 
week some of the manufacturing inter- 
ests were handicapped in making ship- 
ments to points along the Atlantic sea- 
board and within the adjacent interior 
by the spreading of the strike among 
the stevedores at the local port who 
were hitherto employed by the coast- 
wise steamship companies. This labor 
trouble was overcome to some extent, 
however, by shipping goods entirely by 
rail. But at the end of the week, a 
much more perflexing hindrance to 
shipping has arisen in the extension 
of the strike among the freight han- 
dlers heretofore in the employ of a ma- 
jority of the Eastern railroad having 
their principal terminals in this city. In 
attempting to make shipments to the 
West, the local drug trade has encoun- 
tered this obstacle on almost all sides, 
and at present it can ship its goods by 
only one road. 

It is believed that this latest imped- 
iment to shipping operations will be 
removed within the near future by an 
adjustment of the differences existing 
between the freight handlers and the 
managements of the railroads, but, 
pending the settlement of the strike, it 
is feared that the drug trade of this 
city and vicinity will experience no 
little hardship. The difficulties under 
which London drug houses have been 
laboring since the beginning of the 
transport workers’ strike in that center 
have been brought home strikingly to 
the local trade, 

Because of the continuance of the 
watermen’s and other freight handlers’ 
strike in London and the partial tying 
up of shipping operations at the 
French ports, transportation of many 
of the botanical and other crude drugs 
from foreign primary markets to this 
center has been greatly curtailed of 
late, and despite the falling off in the 
demand for a large number of these 
commodities, with the advent of in- 
tensely hot weather, supplies have been 
reduced in many instances close to the 
vanishing point. So great is the short- 
age of numerous crude drugs in the 
local market that prices have been ad- 
vanced to well nigh prohibitive figures. 
In some cases this scarcity of supplies 
was originally caused by the curtail- 
ment of the yields in the countries of 
production through drought or other 
adverse influences, but even in these 
instances the resultant shortage of 
stocks here has been intensified by the 
difficulties encountered in making ship- 
ments from Europe to this country. 

Though there has. been a noteworthy 
diminution in the demand for several 
drug lines within the week, due to the 
restraining influence of torrid temper- 
atures, the loss sustained by the trade 
on this score has been amply compen- 
sated for by the greatly increased de- 
mand for seasonable articles, Few 
large individual contracts or orders 
have been placed, but the aggregate of 
small orders from local and interior 
merchants has been eminently satisfac- 
tory for this time of the year. 

In the absence of more than a meager 
jobbing demand for opium, prices of 
this narcotic have been shaded further 


within the interval. There haye also 
been notable reductions in prices of 
senega root, Burgundy pitch, corn 
syrup and corn sugar, but, in gen- 
eral, the movement prices have 
been upward, including a sharp mark- 
ing up of quotations for _ aloes, 
aloin, lemon, orange and_e citron- 
ella oils and rose essence, and for 


many of the crude drugs, such as eu- 
phorbia pilulifera, St. Vincent arrow- 
root, doggrass, Cartagena ipecac and 
pink roots, star anise and Italian and 
Roumanian fennel seeds, nutmegs, 
white peppers and Japan wax.

Opium. 


Though recent advices from Turkey 
have continued to tell of serious dam- 
age to the growing poppy crop in that 
country and of meager exudations from 
the incised plants, there has been no 
reflection here of the supposed outlook 


for a material shortage in this year’s 
yield in that producing territory or of 
the supposedly resultant sharp mark- 
ing up of prices in its two primary 
markets, Smyrna and Constantinople. 
On the contrary, further concessions 
have been made in prices by local 
holders in the hope of obtaining more 
sizable orders for the gum. The recent 
inclination on the part of local im- 
porters to lower their prices also has 
been due to some extent to reports 
from Asia Minor forecasting an opium 
crop of more than 7,000 cases,. of 165 
pounds per case, including the output 
of Salonica. ‘These reports have also 
stated that the visible stock in the 
Turkish markets in first and second 
hands is about 700 cases, but that there 
are probably 200 or 300 more cases 
which can be produced if needed. The 
shading of prices by local holders has 
amounted to 10c. on both case and 
jobbing lots, and the revised basis is 
$6.20. It is believed that with an order 
in hand an additional concession of 
possibly 20c. might be obtained. The 
powdered grade, which is in more plen- 
tiful supply than the granular, is be- 
ing offered at $7.50, a level 25c. under 
that noted at the close of last week, 
and the granular grade is quoted at 
$7.75, or 15c. under the quotation pre- 
vailing a week ago, Cable advices 
from the primary markets in Turkey 
have been greatly delayed, and in some 
instances held up by the censors at 
these ports. Our Constantinople cor- 
respondent’s cabled advices on condi- 
tions in that center, which should have 
been received a week ago, did not 
reach us until Monday. They stated 
that sales of nine cases of Malatia 
had been made at 16s. 6d., while three 
cases of Turkey druggists’ had also 
been sold at 16s. 9d., and described the 
market as quiet, with arrivals at that 
port to date amounting to seventy 
cases, aS compared with twenty-two 
cases for the corresponding period of 
last year. Arrivals at the local port 
have included five cases from Patras,

markets have advised us by cable at

Our correspondent in Smyrna has

Smyrna, June 29, 1912. 

The long drought has wrought its work of 


destruction and the crop shows now a yield 
of about 5,000 cases, which is very small and 
forebodes a firm market at full prices through- 


out the campaign, which now just opens, with 
a large attendance of speculative buyers. 
These have paid up to 19s. per Ib. for good 
druggists’ and they are expected to operate 
on a large scale hereafter, 


Smyrna, June 22, 1912. 


Notwithstanding the sales this week in this 
market amount to only five cases, sellers con- 
tinue to maintain a very firm and tenacious 
attitude. They are all of one accord that the 
crop is a short one this year, and as soon as 
this belief becomes an established fact prices 
will advance and will meet with a ready re- 
sponse from consumers, 

Prices are therefore firmly maintained af 18s. 
@19s. for common low grades, and from bisa 
24s., as to quality, for druggists’ Carahissars 
and Yerlis. 

Arrivals have amounted to 149 cases, as com- 
pared with thirty cases for the corresponding 
period of last year. 


Quinine. 






In the absence of incentive to buying, 
there has been little new contracting 
with either domestic or foreign manu- 
facturers of the salts within the in- 
terval, and even the purchasing of 
outside lots held by second hands has 
reached only small proportions. The 
manufacturers are _ still maintaining 
their quotation firmly on the bulk 
basis of 19%c. in 100 ounce tins, while 
second hands continue to offer old Ger- 
man sulphate at l17c, and 17%c., and 
comparatively new zoods at 18c. and 
18%c. Java and Amsterdam salts, in 
second hands, are also being held at 
18%ec. and 19c. Cinchonia and cin- 
chonidia sulphates, the supplies of 
which are still more than adequate for 
all requirements, are quoted at 5c. and 
10c., respectively. At the next Am- 
sterdam auction sale of the bark, to be 
held this Thursday, offerings will con- 
sist of ‘10,134 packages. The next 
London bark sale will be held on July 
23. 

Miscellaneous. 

BAY RUM.—Despite the spread of 
the bubonic plague throughout Porto 
Rico, which has already curtailed 
shipments from that island materially, 
and which threatens to shut off sup- 
plies from that producing area alto- 
gether within the near future, there 
has been no stiffening of quotations 
for this commodity within the week. 
Local holders are maintaining their 
prices very firmly, however, at $1.60 
and asking as high as $1.75 for this 
grade. St. Thomas continues to be 
very strongly held, in sympathy, at 
$2.95@3.05. 

ALOIN.—As a result of the recent 
sharp advances in prices of Curacao 
and Cape aloes, manufacturers of this 
derivative have raised their quotation 
30c. to a basis of $1. Second hands, 
however, are selling in a limited way 
at 80@90c., according to the holder. 

BURGUNDY PITCH.—More liberal 
supplies have induced holders to shade 
their prices a quarter cent to 5@5\c. 
A moderate jobbing demand continues 
to be noted.

COCOA BUTTER.—Although con- 
fectionery manufacturers have cur- 
tailed their purchasing of this com- 
modity in bulk, in view of the advent 
of hot weather, which has halted some 
of the operations in their plants, buy- 
ing of wrapped fingers by massage 
cream and other toilet article manu- 
facturers continues to reach fair pro- 
portions, and local holders of both 
grades are maintaining their prices on 
the basis of the recent advance to 
36@37c. for bulk and to 39@40c. for 
fingers in 12-pound boxes. 

CODLIVER OIL.—With the ending 
of the fishing season and refining 
operations in Norway, manufacturers 
in that country have taken firmer 
views on the market, and are now de- 
clining to sell for any deliveries at 
less than $14, f. o. b. Norway, for new 
oil, while instructing their local rep- 
resentatives to hold out for $21. Some 
old oil is still available here, how- 
ever, at $20, but for a few brands of 
new oil $22 is being obtained. 

GLUCOSE.—The leading manufac- 
turing interest has announced the clos- 
ing of its Eastern plant, because of 
labor difficulties, and has informed 
customers and the trade in general 
that hereafter orders will have to be 
filled from its Western plants, at least 
temporarily. In offering on both corn 
syrup and corn sugar from its Western 
plants, this manufacturing concern 
gives to its clients and prospective 
customers the option of paying an all- 
rail freight rate or a lake and rail 
rate on these two commodities, the 
latter being 4c. cheaper than _ the 
former. Though the new quotations 
have been made so as to include the 
all-rail freight charges from the West. 
they are 6c. below those hitherte 
quoted, the revised figures being $2.22 
for 42 degrees mixing corn syrup and 
$2.31 for 70 degrees corn sugar per 100 
pounds. 


GLYCERINE.—As usual at this sea- 
son of the year the demand for both 
Cc, P. and dynamite grades has fallen 
to meager proportions. Manufacturers 
and other holders continue to main- 
tain their prices very firmly, however, 
on a basis of 19c, for C. P. in drums 
and barrels, and at 20c. in cans, while 
refusing to shade 18%4c, on dynamite. 
Keen competition between domestic 
holders of crude lye and saponification, 
however, has resulted in the making of 
a concession of %c. in the prices asked 
for these grades in which purchasing 
is almost as restricted as that in the 
dynamite grade. 

Our correspondents in Paris and 
Dusseldorf have advised us on the con- 
dition of the European markets as fol- 
lows:— 

Paris, June 28, 1912. 

The European markets continue quiet but 
Steady, with no large transactions to be re- 
ported because sellers are asking higher prices 
than buyers are willing to pay. As a result, 
buyers remain in a waiting attitude, finding 
the future too uncertain to warrant the mak- 
ing of large engagements at present prices. 

Consequently, only transactions of a hand-to- 
mouth character are being effected. The fol- 
lowing prices are quoted:—Saponification, 150 
@152% francs per kilo, and lye, 130@132% 
frances per kilo, new iron drums included, pay- 
ment at 90 days’ sight, cost and freight, New 


York, 
Dusseldorf, July 1, 1912. 

The general position of the market here has 
been unchanged within the week, and only a 
small amount of business has been effected. 
At the present figures, 1134%@115% marks, 
most of the distillers are still holding off, 
while the leading buyers do not show any in- 
terest, as they seem to be sufficiently covered. 

On the other hand, there is more ‘interest 
noted in saponification for deliveries through- 
out 1913, but most of the German producers, 
having marketed nearly all the glycerine avail- 
able for 1912, feel disinclined to date to accept 
the prices now offered for delivery over 1913, 
which are running between 1114%@113% marks. 

Transactions in the dynamite grade for 1913 
deliveries have been made at 138% marks, bu 
buyers have refused to pay 140 marks. Now 
there are buyers at 136@137 marks, but no 
sellers at these figures, The outlook is un- 
certain. 

MENTHOL.—A further stiffening of 
the primary and local markets has oc- 
curred within the interval, though there 
has been no additional quotable change 
in prices. Stocks in the local market 
are almost exhausted, and all the lots 
formerly offered at $6.75 have been 
taken up. Holders here are therefore 
not anxious sellers, even at $7, which 
is the figure they are generally ask- 
ing. Cable advices from Japan state 
that the peppermint crop in the pro- 
















ducing districts there is sure to prove 
smaller than usual and it is therefore 
expected that speculators who have 
gone heavily short of the September 
delivery will be badly squeezed. Offers 
of September-October and November- 
December shipments are being made in 
Japan on a duty paid basis of 22s., 
but spot goods there are being quoted 
at an equivalent of $7.25, duty paid 
here, for export in bond, 

SANTONINE.—Despite the sharp ad- 
vances which have been made in the 
prices of this commodity within the 
last five months, another marking up 
of quotations is looked for within the 
near future as a result of the recent 
depletion of the stocks hitherto held 
by the Hamburg syndicate of manu- 
facturers, which enjoys a virtual mo- 
nopoly of the production for the Rus- 
sian Government. As soon as fresh 
supplies have been obtained by this 
syndicate, it is understood that the 
present quotations of $22.75@22.95 for 
erystals in bulk and $22.95@23.15 for 
the prowdered grade will be raised 
either 55c. to $1.10. At the moment, 
however, the demand for this article is 
very light. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—A steady 
jobbing demand continues to be noted 
for both true and artificial, and the 
former is being quoted at 28@30c. in 
barrels, and at 31@33c. in cans, as to 
quantity and holder, while the latter 
is commanding 9@9%%c. 

Acids. 


CARBOLIC.—With the advent of hot 
weather, the demand for this acid has 
fallen off heavily. As yet, however, 
there has been no further shading of 
prices, which continue on a basis of 
15@1é6c. in drums and 19@23c. in bottles. 

CITRIC.—Despite the seasonably aug- 
mented demand for this commodity, 
domestic manufacturers continue to 
offer it at the previous quotation of 
38%@39c. In the London market con- 
siderable activity and constantly ad- 
vancing prices are still being recorded 
without affecting the local market. 


COPAIBA.—Recent augmenting of 
supplies through arrivals has induced 
some holders in the local market to 
shade their prices on true South Amer- 
ican to the extent of dropping their 
outside figure on small lots from 55c. 
to 58c., the revised quotation being 50@ 
58c. Hamburg goods are still obtain- 
able at 42@48c. Only a small jobbing 
demand is now being recorded. Ar- 
rivals at the local port within the 
week have included 2 cases and 8 boxes 
from ‘Trinidad. 

FIR.—The Canada grade is in light 
supply on the spot, and advices from 
the producing districts state that little 
has been obtained this year. The pro- 
spective shortage in the 1912 yield has 
naturally stiffened the market greatly, 
quotations having been raised 40c. A 
further marking up of quotations is 
looked for, however, as no fresh sup- 
plies can be expected until next spring. 
In barrels, this grade is offered at $4.40 
and in cans at $4.50. 


Barks. 


LEMON PEEL.—A moderate jobbing 
request is recorded for this commodity, 
which is being offered In a limited way 
at 7@8%c., according to grade, quan- 
tity and holder. 


Berries. 


JUNIPER.—Gin distillers and manu- 
facturers of kidney and bladder disease 
remedies continue to buy sizable lots 
of these berries, which are obtainable 
here at 34@3%c., as to quantity and 
quality. 

Beans. 

VANILLA.—Though the drought in 
the Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora 
districts of Mexico has been adequately 
relieved by heavy rainfalls within the 
last fortnight, and more seasonable 
growing weather now prevails-in these 
producing sections, curers in the pri- 
mary markets continue to hold very 
firm views on the situation, and are 
still declining to shade their prices on 
the 1911-1912 crop offerings. In their 
determination to hold out for approxi- 
mately $4 for the whole beans in the 


producing districts, the curers are 
being supported by the unabated 
Strength of the Bourbon bean markets 
in France. Though they have been un- 
successful in obtaining this figure on 
more than relatively small lots, they 
have marketed 20,000 pounds additional 
at that level, so that total purchases of 
the whole beans of the 1911-1912 crop 
now aggregate about 150,000 pounds out 
of the 240,000 pounds originally avail- 
able. Virtually all of the 75,000 pounds 
of the old crop cuts have also been 
sold, and it is expected that additional 
purchases of the whole beans will be 
made in the early fall, if not sooner, 
but whether it will be the curer or the 
New York operators who will have to 
make concessions remains to be seen. 
One curer who had a lot of 25 cases of 
choice prime Mexican beans has sold 
them in two sections in France at 
prices which are believed to have justi- 
fied his judgment in taking the beans 
to Marseilles and Paris himself. The 
advent of intensely hot weather in the 
United States has augmented the de- 
mand for ice cream and soda fountain 
products containing vanilla flavoring to 
such an extent as to reduce material- 
ly the stocks of extract in the con- 
fectioners’ supply houses. Manufac- 
turers of the extract have not yet felt 
the need of replenishing their stocks of 
the beans and cuts, but it is expected 
that they will be compelled to do so 
by the end of August. Whole beans 
are still quoted here at $4@5, and cuts 
at $3.60@3.85, according to quality. 

Bourbons continue to be very firmly 
maintained in the Paris and other 
French markets, though the demand 
there has been diminshed greatly by 
the hot weather and consequent with- 
drawal of many of the largest pro- 
spective purchasers among the French. 
Italian and German confectionery and 
bakery interests and among American 
extract manufacturers. These beans 
are offered here at $3.65@4.50. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us on the condition of the French 
markets as follows:— 


Paris, June 28, 1912. 
The Paris market is quiet and without quot- 
able change as the vacation season is now on 


and business naturally shows a decided falling 
off. Advices from Hamburg state that business 
in that center is equally listless. The steam- 
ship Adour, which arrived at Marseilles on 
June 26, had no beans aboard. The Reunion 
Island’s commercial bulletin makes the follow- 
ing statement:—‘‘When estimates were made 
last February that the 1911 crop would aggre- 
gate 64,000 kilos, it was believed in some quar- 
ters that they exaggerated the probable yield. 
Now, however, it has been discovered that 
they were considerably below the actual yield 
for 1911. For the month of April exports of 
beans from this 1912 crop have amounted to 
65,540,405 kilos and those for the month of 
May have reached 515,200 kilos, making total 
exports of 66.055,605 kilos, and it is now by 
no means certain that shipments are over. 
Offerings of the 1912 crop will not be avail- 
able until October, but already there have 
been recorded purchases of the new crop beans 
upon a basis of 35 francs for the usual lots, 
consisting of 18 per cent. medium length beans, 
60 per cent. of firsts and manufacturing grades, 
and only 10 per cent. at the most of vnnilla 
bean and vanillon splits, seconds and thirds. 
These purchases, referred to above, have to- 
taled 5,000 kilos. It is generally estimated that 
the 1912 cron will be inferior in quality to the 
previous yield, but will still be of medium 
quality. The number of long beans in the 
maturing crop will be considerably smaller 
than those noted in the 1911 crop.’’ A cable 
message, sent from the Reunion Islands on 
June 24, announces the sale, for delivery to 
still another purchaser, of 1,000 kilos of Leon 
Gauche beans, consisting of 6) to 65 per cent 
firsts and manufacturing grades, 18 centimeters 
long, at 35 frances. This purchase swells the 
sales of good beans to 9,000 kilos.

Essential Oils. 

CITRONELLA.—Advices from Cey- 
lon tell of increasing scarcity of this 
grade and, in response to a further 
marking up of quotations in that cen- 
ter, local holders have advanced their 
prices a cent more to 30@3l1c. There is 
little obtainable even at these prices. 
Supplies of the Java grade here are vir- 
tually exhausted and the quotation, 
which may be regarded as merely nom- 
inal, has been raised again, the revised 
figures being 50@55c. 

LEMON.—A seasonable increase in 
the consumption of this comimodity has 
combined with the unceasing specula- 
tive activities in the primary markets 
to bring about a further advance in 
prices here. Local holders who were 
offering the oil last week at $1.65 have 
raised their quotation to $1.80 and up 
to $1.90 is being asked for one brand. 
Cable advices tell of continued bullish 
operations in the Messina and Palermo 
markets, and of additional resultant 
advances there which have carried 
quotations for prompt delivery to levels 
well above the New York spot price. 
The new crop offerings are also being 
quoted at higher figures.

The demand from abroad has been somewhat 
more active this week, as some of the con- 
sumers did not find second-hand holders so 
ready to grant them better prices than they 
could get in Sicily, and they therefore sent 
some orders again to this country.

peppermint oil crop this year will be far below

Even after enjoying the most 
weather conditions, many of the 
last year’s roots have been failures and have 
been plowed under to make way for other 
crops, while those which have not been plowed 
under promise so little in the way of a yield 
as to make it scarcely worth while to cut 
them. Though the acreage devoted to spring 
planting has been increased in a few localities 
there has been a material decrease in the 
acreage in Southern Michigan and in Indiana. 

ROSE.—Extremely hot weather in 
the Kazanlik district of Bulgaria has 
made it impossible to continue distill- 
ing operations as long as usual this 
season and, by compelling producers 
to curtail their operations from the 
normal twenty-five-day period to only 
sixteen days, the weather has undoubt- 
edly been chiefly instrumental in re- 
ducing the yield by 25 per cent. Se- 
rious damage to the growing crop of 
roses by the first spell of this hot 
weather early in June had already re-

duced the number of roses available 
for distilling. Furthermore, it was 
found that the quality of the roses 


was so poor that, whereas it formerly 
required only 800 kilos of roses to make 
one kilo of essence, it took 3,800 kilos 
this season to produce the same quan- 
tity. The total production of otto of 
rose last year was 4,750 kilos, and the 
vield this year is estimated at only 
3,500 kilos. Some distillers have ad- 
vised their representatives in London 
and iNew York to ask as high as $16 
or $17, with the result that the deal- 
ers who have done so have virtually 
retired from the market. Several of 
the well known brands are still ob- 
tainable, however, at $12, $12.50 and $13 
and there are a few offerings as low 


as $10.

CHAMOMILE.—Advices on the new 
crcp of German flowers state that 
prospects continue excellent for a 
large yield. Local holders are still 
quoting 28@34c. for true German, 27@ 
30c. for Roman and 10@12c. for Hun- 


garian. 

LAVENDER.—The outlook for a 
good-sized crop in England is said to 
be very bright. Ordinary grades are 
offered here at 10@1lc. and select at 
16@18c. Recent arrivals at the local 
port have included 15 bales from Ham- 
burg.

_ ALOES.—Growing scarcity of offer- 
ings in the country of production and 
here have induced local holders to 
raise their prices on Curacao grades a 
full cent to 11%@12c. in cases and 13@ 
lic. in gourds, as to quantity. The 
advanced prices have not checked the 
demand in any way. First hands re- 
port having sold 1,000 boxes and there 
is a resultant bareness of the primary 
market. 


At the London auction sale 
Thursday good hard bright Cape com- 


manded only 42s., which was 3s. 6d. 
below the price obtained at the sale 
a fortnight before. Socotrine remains 
quiet and unchanged at 23@25c.

BENZOIN.—At the London auction 
Thursday an offering of good Sumatra 
yas marketed at 8s. 5d., a level deemed 
satisfactorily high in view of the fact 
that. at the previous sale in that cen- 
ter ordinary grades of Sumatra sec- 
onds brought only 7s.

Gain in Chinese Ginger Exports. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, July 12, 1912. 
Consul-General Anderson, writing from 
Hong Kong, China, says that there has 
been a general increase in the export of 
preserved and candied ginger from China 
during the past few years, the United 
States particularly showing a growing de- 
mand for this sweetmeat (purchasing 
about half a million pounds annually, al- 


though imports must pay 1 cent per pound 
and 35 per cent. ad valorem). The exports 
during the past three years have averaged 
about $125,000 gold per annum, practically 
all of which have been shipped through 
Hong Kong. Of these total exports about 
25 per cent. on an average come from 
the country about Shanghai and through 
that port, about 6 per cent. through Swa- 
tow and nearly all the rest through Can- 
ton. Hong Kong has always been the 
center of the export trade in this com- 
modity since first the trade was inaugu- 
rated, and for that reason this port draws 
all Chinese ginger to its market. The 
total exports of ginger from the port will 
probably reach $160,000 a year in average 
value. 

The root is exported from China in ma- 
terial amounts.in no other form than 
as preserved or candied root, known, re- 
spectively, as “in syrup’”’ or ‘‘dry ginger.” 
The preserved form includes not only gin- 
ger itself which has been peeled, boiled 
and preserved in sugar syrup exactly as 
truit is preserved in the average house- 
hold in the United States, but also mixed 
preserves of ginger, kumquats (tiny or- 
anges), melon rind, and the like, which 
are prepared in substantially the same 
manner ordinary fruit preserves are pre- 
pared in the United States. “Dry” or 
candied ginger is merely the root, which 
resembles a small, somewhat gnarled 
sweet potato in appearance, prepared by 
being peeled and preserved in strong 
syrup and then dried in the sun, Of the 
goods exported from Hong Kong, both in 
syrup and as dry ginger, two general 
grades are known in the trade—‘‘stem”’ 
ginger and “cargo” ginger. The former 
grade is young and tender root, free from 
fibers, and which is not so “hot’’: the 
“cargo” grade is the ordinary run of gin- 
ger, the older, tougher roots, stringy in 
quality, hot in flavor, and otherwise not 
of the better grade.

The 
No. 6 well is the smallest of the lot, and it is 
good for about 240 barrels a day. The Fruender- 
berger Oil Company completed a test on the C. 
Werz tract, south of Indian Creek and it will 
make 100 barrels a day. This is one of the 
largest producers yet found on Indian Creek. 
A large number of wells are due in the sand 
on Indian Creek and will probably be com- 
pleted the present week. In the southwest di- 
rection the Ohio Oil Company completed No. 5 
on the Spencer S. Moore tract, and it produced 
735 barrels the first twenty-four hours. 

The present week in the Blue Creek and sur- 
rounding fields should prove to be one of the 
most active since the field was opened.

foreign chemical interests to keep pace 
with specifications abroad within the 
interval. In this country, the spreading 
of the freight handlers’ strike to East- 
ern. railroads and the extension of the 
stevedores’ strike at the piers of the 
Atiantic coastline steamship companies 
has also handicapped transportation of 
the products of the American manu- 
facturers. The bleach market espe- 
cially has suffered from the _ in- 
ability of the makers to meet all the 
demands of consumers and American 
manufacturers have been in no position 
to relieve the searcity of this article in 
the English and other foreign markets, 
Spot stocks of acetic acid, oxalic acid, 
antimony oxide and cream _ tartar 
crystals, as well as bleach have been 
reduced close to the vanishing point 
despite all efforts on the part of the 
producers to augment the immediately 
available supply and notwithstanding 
the seasonable curtailment of the de- 
mand by the intensely hot weather 
and the diversion of interest from 
business to politics. 

Although few large contracts have 
been placed within the week, the aggre- 
gate of moderate sized and small orders 
booked by domestic manufacturers and 
wholesalers has reached satisfactory 
proportions for this time of the year 
und such price changes as have 
occurred have been in sellers’ favor. 
Advances have been made in antimony 
oxide and a firm undertone has per- 
vaded most parts of the market. Fol- 
lowing is the detailed report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the London mar-

BICARBONATE OF. SODA.—The 
leading baking powder, textile, lumber 
and other important consuming inter- 
ests continue to call for deliveries on 
their old contracts, but few new orders 
have been placed. No cause for com- 
plaint is found by the manufacturers, 
however, as a diminution in the de- 
mand is expected at this season of the 
year, Dealers continue to quote on 
the former basis of 1c. for bulk, 1.10c. 
for kegs, f. o. b. works, and a fifth 
cent more for goods delivered in the 
local territory. Liverpool reports a 
good demand. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is 
still a noteworthy scarcity of supplies 
both here and abroad and manufac- 
turers continue unable to fill all re- 
quirements. Liverpool reports that 
hardwood is especially firmly held and 
Antwerp also records a moderate de- 
mand and a steady market. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
79 barrels from Antwerp, 50 casks and 
90 packages from Hamburg. Most 
sellers quote 1%@2c., but on large 
orders the price is being shaded by 
some interests to 1.40c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Hot weather has 
restricted buying in the domestic mar- 
kets and even the contract movement 
has diminished materially as the 
American oil, soap and glass indus- 
tries have curtailed their operations 
and therefore do not require as much 
of this commodity .as heretofore, In 
the Liverpool market a continuance of 
the difficulty experienced in filling 
prompt orders is noted. Recent ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
43 casks of prussiate of soda from 
Hamburg. The market is quoted at 
1.60@1.70c:, on the basis of 60 per cent. 

SAL SODA.—Business in small lots 
continues fair, but trading is confined 
almost entizvely to jobbing orders. 
Dealers quote .60c. and up, f, o. b. 
for barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Spot lots of concentrated are 
available on the basis of 1%c, and uP, 
uccording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Trading has fallen off 
so greatly within the week that only 
a moderate consuming inquiry is now 
recorded. Consumers appear loath to 
purchase in excess of their most press- 
ing wants. Car lots are held at 
in bulk, f. 0. b. works, 

SODA ASH.—Though the contract 
movement continues fairly active, 
there have been few new orders placed. 
As a result, firm offers at slight con- 
cessions have been entertained, but 
only a small business has_ resulted. 
Light 58 per cent. is held at 67%c. per 
100 pounds, basis of 58 per cent. in 
bulk, and 75e. per 100 pounds basis of 
58 per cent. in barrels, in carload lots, 
f. 0. b. works. Forty-eight per cent is 
quoted at 72%c for car lots, f. o. b. 
works. Less than car lots are quoted 
by large dealers at 85c. per 100 pounds,

Sales have recently been 
made at 1%ec. for 30 per cent. crystals 
in barrels and at 2%c. for 60 per cent. 
fused or broken in iron barrels, f. b. 
New York. 


Acids. 


ACETIC.—Although there has been 
no further advance in quotations, the 
undertone of the market has continued 
to reflect with increasing firmness the 
stiffening of acetate of lime. Manu- 
facturers are refusing to shade their 
prices from the levels to which they 
were recently raised and dealers are 
in many instances obtaining full prices 
for immediate shipments. There have 
been sales at 2@2.15c. for 28 per cent. 
in barrels, the inside figure being on 
car lots. Glacial, 994% per cent., in car- 
boys is commanding 84%@9c., accord- 
ing to quantity, and in some cases 9% 
@l0c. is being asked. 

HYDROFLUORIC. Business has 
been of a light jobbing character within 
the interval, but prices have been firm- 
ly maintained for both descriptions. 
Dealers quote 3@3'c. for 30 per cent. 
in barrels, 6c. for 48 per cent. in car- 
boys and 6%c. for 52 per cent. in car- 
boys. 

MURIATIC.—Glue and metal trades 
continue to buy moderate quantities 
to fill their pressing requirements, but, 
aside from this purchasing, there is 
little to record in this commodity. Spot 
offerings are ‘quoted at 1.15¢c. up to 
1.55¢e. for 18 degrees in carboys, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Unusual activity 
season of the year is noted in this 
acid. The demand is of a_ well-dis- 
tributed character, and sales are reach- 
ing sizable proportions. Spot 36 de- 
grees is offered at 3%@4c., according 
to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—Spot supplies continue 
very light, as stocks have not been re- 
plenished, though buying operations 
have continued to diminish. A few 
holders are offering the acid at 8c., 
but the majority are asking 84@sec. 

SULPHURIC.—Calling for deliveries 
on outstanding contracts continues to 
be noted, but little new business has 
been recorded. Stocks, however, are 
still very small, and local dealers are 
asking 85c. for 60 degrees, and $1 for 
66 degrees, both descriptions being in 
drums. Battery acid in carboys is com- 
manding 1@1%c. and oleum, 14@1'%c. 
in drums and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—There has been no ap- 
preciable further reduction of spot 
stocks in the local market, as consum- 
ers have bought in only small quanti- 
ties to meet current needs. Prices re- 
main unchanged, but firmly held by 
dealers. Somé sales have been made 
at 304%@3le. for powdered and at 30% 
a@30%c. for crystals, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. London 
advices tell of an active demand, and 
of a searcity of spot supplies in that 
center, which have resulted in an ad- 
vance of 4 per cent. in the Continen- 
tal makes. The English product is 
still being offered at the old figures, 
however, though a revision upward is 
looked for momentarily. Cream of tar- 
tar has been advanced a quarter cent 
a few local dealers, but the majority 
of producers are still offering to sell 
at 23% @24%c, for crystals and at 24@

demand for home and export consump- 
tion, and a none too plentiful supply 
are still noted, together with a re- 
sultant firm undertone.

Baltimore Fertilizer Market.

shows a decided lack of energy And it is 
to be said that the incentive to display real 
activity is lacking. Virtually no change has 
manifested itself in the trade situation. The 
manufacturers continue to show an _ interest 
enly in crude materials that can be obtained at 
bargain prices. Here and there such lots are 
to be picked up, but they are few and of 
limited proportions. No marked inclination is 
shown to anticipate wants, and prices for

FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden season so far 
in the lower bay has been by no means satis- 
factory. The catch up to date hag been small, 
and the fish have yielded comparatively little 
oil. With a larger number of vessels on the 
grounds it might have been expected that the 
yield would increase, but experience has shown 
that with few vessels on the grounds more may 
be at times accomplished than with a far 
greater number rhe schools of fish at present 
ure reported to be rather scarce, and with the 






greater number of vessels at work it happens 
that the fish are frequently frightened away 
Because of the prevailing conditions the price 
of scrap is rather firmer than it has been, 
sales on the basis of $2.60 and lv delivered at 
-Baltimore being reported. The movement, 
however, has so far attained no very large 


proportions. 
TANKAGE.—Owing to the absence of real 
necessities at the factories, the general atti 


tude among the buyers is one of suspended in- 
quiries and deferred purchasing. All of the 
consumers are either holding back or taking up 
only such stocks as are offered under the pre 
vailing quotations, so that the situagfion is 
saved from downright inertia merely by oc- 
casional spurts, which indicates that the quiet 
is only on the surface, and that the buying 
will be brisk enough when once actual needs 
are to be met. This is indicated by the com- 
paratively firm tone of the market, high-grade 
ground 11 and 15 tankage being qouted at $2.70 
and 10, ¢. a. f. basis Baltimore. The pro- 
ducers at least profess to entertain confidence 
in the future, and they are making no im- 
portant concessions as an inducement to move 
stocks. 

GROUND BLOOD.—The South especially be- 
ing out of the market for high-grade animal 
ammoniates at this time, the demand for 
ground blood is lighter than it would be other- 
wise, and the movement continues to be of 
very small proportions. This, however, 
not seem to trouble the large Western pro- 
ducers, who refrain from pushing the sale of 
stocks by price concessions. They evidently

Fairly good reports from textile cen- 
ters are reflected in the markets for 
dyestuffs. While trading is not very 
active, in most cases it is seasonable 
and in general the market is normal. 
Routine conditions predominate and 
consumption is marked by contract 
withdrawals and scattered buying on 
jobbing account. Prices were undis- 
turbed during the week, and for the 
most part indications point to a con- 
tinuance of steady prices, although 
some articles, notably dextrine, starch 
and zine dust, are so subservient to 
changes in the primary materials that 


they may be exceptions to the rule. 
The natural dyestuffs seem to have 
held their own this season. A report 


from England gives the value of im- 
ports of dyestuffs into the United King-

Detailed comment on the local mar- 
ket follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—The general conditions 
of this market are quiet and new busi- 
ness is of small nature. Jobbing de- 
mand for blood albumen and certain 
grades of egg albumen is about nor- 
mal, but with the tanning demand of 
rather small proportions this is a quiet 
period for albumens. Prices remain at 
22@32c. for blood albumen and 42@65c. 
for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OFL AND SALT.—Con- 
sumers of aniline oil and salt have 
called steadily all season for deliveries 
on old contracts, but the market has 
not been especially active at any time. 
At present the movement into consump- 
ion is slow, but is reported as up to 
the season’s average. Quotations re- 
main at 94@9%c. for aniline salt and 
10% @11\%c. for oil. 

BICHROMATES.—Trading in bichro- 
mates is of a very routine character. 
Features have been lacking all season 
in this market, due to the fact that the 
business was largely on contracts and 
with prices at established levels compe- 
tion has been practically lacking. The 
fact that production is on a par with 
consumption is another factor in caus- 
ing a firm, steady market. Sellers 
quote 5@5%c. for bichromate of soda 
and 6%@7c. for bichromate of potash, 
these figures being f. o. b. works. 

CUTCH.—The shipments from Ran- 
goon to all parts from January 1 to 
June 24 amounted to 2,600 tons, against 
3,850 tons in 1911 and 1,900 tons in 1910. 
A quiet demand continues locally for 
boxed cutch, with sellers quoting 6@7c. 
Baled cutch is quiet at 5@6c., according 
to quantity and seller. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Scat- 
tered buying of hyposulphite of soda 
has brought about a fair volume of 
new business, but it is of a hand-to- 
mouth variety. Contract withdrawals 
are rather light at present. Prices re- 
main at $1.30@1.50 for 100 pounds in 
barrels and $1.40@1.60 for 100 poundsin 
kegs. A report from Liverpool says 
that hyposulphite has had a moderate 
sale and is held at £5 15s. to £6 per ton. 

INDIGO.—The various selections of 
natural indigo are quiet. Madras is 
out of the market, though fresh sup- 
plies are said to be on the way. Syn- 
thetic grades have been selling steadily. 
Local sellers of indigo have taken some 
interest in the recent London auctions, 
which are described as follows by a 
Lonfon agent:— :

The spot 
market remains very firm, with sup- 
plies meager, but demand is quiet as 
sellers evidently are putting off buying 
until more plentiful stocks bring about 
a downward revision of prices. Sellers

SUMAC.—Supplies of sumac were 
augmented during the week by the 
receipt of 1,220 bags from Palermo. 
Most of this went on existing orders 
and did not enter the market. Demand 
is not urgent, but with uncertainty 
regarding shipments, prices remain 
steady at $54@55. 

TURMERIC.—A report from London 
says turmeric is slow, with small sales 
of good Madras finger at 25s, to 25s. 6d. 
Bengal is quoted at 25s. and Cochin 
split bulbs at 16s. 6d. per ewt, Advices 
from Calcutta state that turmeric is 
firmer, though sales for Europe con- 
tinue very small. For other quarters a 
fair business has been doing at the 
undernoted quotations for prompt de- 


livery. For Europe shippers are hold- 
ing off. Stocks and supplies are rather 
small.

To Impose Reciprocal Rules for 
Copyrights and Patents to 
Foreigners. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 12, 1912. 

A bill requiring that any citizen of 
a foreign country who may apply for a 
copyright registration or for letters pat- 
ent from the United States for an inven- 
tion shall pay to the United States for 
such copyright or patent the same amount 
of fees and be subject to the same laws, 
rules and regulations relating to the reg- 
istration of copyrights and the issuance 
of letters patent, and relating to the is- 
suance and maintenance of copyrights 
and letters patent, as the government of 
such foreign country exacts by its laws 
and regulations from citizens of the 
United States in such cases has been in- 
troduced in the House by Representative 
Stephens, of Texas. The 2. =... 
25629, has been referred to the Committee 
on Patents, 

The object of the measure is to enforce 
against foreigners the same restrictions 
and requirements that are imposed by 
foreign governments upon applicants for 
copyrights or patents under the laws of 
such foreign countries. There is a pro- 
viso in the bill to the effect that citizens 
of any foreign country having no copy- 
right or patent laws, or having such laws 
do not permit copyrights or patents to 
issue to citizens of this country, shall not

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SALT LAKBP FIELD. 

The Salt Lake field west of this city has 
taken on a new lease of life during the past

its Output coming up to what it 
was five years ago, indications point to a 
longer life of the field than was expected. The 
first well in this pool was drilled in on the 
Hancock lease by the Salt Lake Oil Company 
ten years ago, ‘The oil was found at 1,300 feet 
and caused great excitement, and all the avail- 
able land for miles around was bought or 
leased for oil purposes The Salt Lake com- 
pany had under lease 1,200 acres, which has 
since proven to be as good as any in the field. 

Five years ago the output of the district had 
been brought up to 13,000 barrels a day. The 
field had extended to Sherman Junction on the 
west and north about a mile from the discovery 





well, but toward the east and south consider- 
able drilling developed only moderate produc- 
ers, and attention was directed in other direc- 


tions. One exception to this may be noted, 
however. The Union Oil Company drilled a 
well 3,600 feet deep on the Pitcher and Garbutt 
lease, about one-half mile south of the original 
Salt Lake well, that started at a rate of 3,000 
barrels a day and flowed for several months. 
This started drilling in this neighborhood, but 
this was the only producer ever drilled, al- 
though the Union drilled their famous mile- 
deep well only a few hundred feet east of the 
spouter. To be accurate, this well was drilled 
5,680 feet deep without results. 

At the present time the total output of the 
field is 7,200 barrels a day, and drilling is be- 
ing continued toward the northeast and south- 
west. The field, however, is spotted and there 
are large areas which apparently are dry. At 
Sherman Junction, a half mile west of the dis- 
covery well, the American Petroleum Company 
opened a remarkably rich spot and attracted 
operators to that territory; but it was found 
that the productive sand extended only a short 
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distance in any direction. The Associated 
drilled to the south, the McDor Oil Company 
drilled to the west and the Union drilled to 
the east of the American Petroleum lease 
and all were failures, and, in fact, the north 
end of the American Petroleum property itself 
Was No good, 

The Amalgamated Oil Company then began 
drilling on the Wolfskill ranch, about three 
miles southwest of Sherman Junction, and 
about two years ago drilled in a gusher that 
was the sensation of the field for months, 
starting at 1,800 barrels a day. Lots of drill- 
ing has been done on this lease since, but noth- 
ing approaching the big well has ever been 
brought in, To the north, however, of the 
Woltskill ranch, F, H. Sawyer and associates, 
under the name of the Kansas Crude Oil Com-. 
pany, leased 1,000 acres about a year ago and 
have just brought in their No. 1, that may 
start development work here on a large scale 


again, The sand was struck at 3,000 feet and 
the well has flowed several times, although 
they have not yet got it in shape to produce 
steadily. The owners believe, they have a 500- 
barrel well, and every one concedes that a 
very rich sand has been found. The company 


has its No. 2 drilling about 1,000 feet west of 
No. 1, and although the drill is now down a 


little over 3,800 feet it is not yet into the 
sand, but the drillers say the indications are 
that they will strike it within a few feet. 

These developments further broaden and ex- 
tend the field to the west, although there is a 
large area between this point and Sherman 
Junction that is not believed to be productive 
unless proven to be so by deeper drilling than 
has yet been done. 

An incident that may result in deepening 
many wells in the old field was the results ob- 
tained recently by the Amalgamated in deepen- 
ing an old well near the center of the old 
original Salt Lake holdings. This’ well was a 
moderate producer and was playing out, but 
when it was drilled 200 feet deeper commenced 
flowing at 2,000 barrels a day and is still do- 
ing nearly half that amount. It is believed an- 
other and entirely new sand has been encoun- 
tered, which, if true, means that the output 
of the field and the life of the wells will be 
increased indefinitely. 

The Rancho La Brea Oil Company is drilling 
in a northeast direction from this point, and 
has extended the producing area about two 
miles. These wells are not large, most of them 
starting at from 75 to 100 barrels a day, but 
the territory is shallower, running from 1,800 
- \ aed feet in depth and the wells are profit- 
able, 

A. F. Gilmore has just brought in a new 
well in his 256-acre tract that is doing 200 
barrels a day. Mr. Gilmore has the distinction 
of being the only individual oil operator in the 
State. He was in the dairy and ranching busi- 
ness when the Salt Lake field was opened up 
and found his ranch was in the middle of the 
field. He has a production of over 20,000 bar- 
rels a month and markets his own oil. 

The Salt Lake field is good for many years 
to come, and no doubt long before this field 
plays out the city of Los Angeles will have 
extended to its borders. The city is growing 
rapidly in that direction and some of the 
most exclusive residence districts In town are 
in that direction. 

MORE PIPHB LINE CAPACITY. 

The increased business of the Independent 
Transportation Company has necessitated en- 
larging its facilities and work has been com- 
menced in an eight-inch parallel line from 
Junction, in the San Joaquin Valley, to Avilla, 
its tidewater terminus, near Port Harford, a 
distance of 75 miles. Junction is the point 
where the main lines from Coalinga, on the 
north, and Sunset-Midway, on the south, unite, 
and from here the oil is sent over the coast 
range to the coast. The Independent Transpor- 
tation Company is controlled by the Union Oil 
Company, and the new work will be financed 
by the latter concern. 

The large amount of oil being run from 
Coalinga and Sunset-Midway makes the double 


line from Junction necessary. It is said the 
capacity of the tank farm at the coast ter- 
minal will be greatly increased, the intention 


* being to have its greatest surplus storage oil 


at tidewater. The company now has at this 
point three 1,000,000-barrel concrete reservoirs 
and a large amount of steel] tankage. 

The company already has a branch line run- 
ning into the Belle Ridge district, and it is 
considering the advisability of extending it into 
the Lost Hills. If the operations of the Union 
in the latter field develop a production there is 
no doubt that this will be done. The Standard 
and the Associated are already competing for 
the production in these districts, 


FIELD NOTES. 


The Standard now has forty-six 500,000-barrel 
reservoirs at its storage farm in the Kern 
River field, and it is reported will build two 
more of equal capacity. The company is run- 
ning nearly fifty strings of tools on its various 
properties in the State, not for the reason prob- 
ably that it needs*the ofl, but in order to com- 
ply with the terms of its numerous leases, 
where a certain amount of continuous drilling 
is required. This compels the company to 
keep up a big production which it does not 
need, especially the heavier grades. All the 
oil stored in the Kern River field is fuel oil 
and of no use in its Point Richmond refinery. 
It is stated that the company has no light re- 
finery oil ahead and uses all it buys as rap- 
idly as it can be run. 

The amalgamation of the Dome and Pinal 
Oil Companies, both operating in the Santa 
Maria field, an account of which was given 
in this correspondence, means that another re- 
fining and marketing concern of large propor- 
tions is to take its place on the coast. The 
new concern is well equipped to carry on the
